William G. McAdoo, whose with- 
drawal from the race for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for President was 
anno: iced on Saturday, and Edwin 
T. Meredith of Des Moines, Iowa, 
former Secretary of Agriculture, who 
is regarded by many as the heir pre- 
sumptive of what remains of the 
McAdoo strength, were both in New 
York City yesterday. Their simul- 
taneous presence here led to the as- 
sumption by interested Democrats 
that a conference was in progress 
or in prospect to see what could be 
done to head off the growing move- 
ment for the nomination of Gov- 
ernor Alfred E. Smith. 

Whether or not Mr. McAdoo and 
Mr. Meredith met during the day 
could not be determined, because 
neither of them could be found. -At 
Mr. McAdoo’s apartment in the Ho- 
tel Plaza it was said that he was out 
and would not return until late at 
night. A relative of Mr. Meredith 
furnished the information that Mr. 
and Mrs. Meredith were in the sub- 
urbs over Sunday but refused to re- 
veal their exact whereabouts. Later 
it was found that Mr, and Mrs: Mer- 
edith were registered at the Hotel 
Barclay, where it was said that Mr. 
Meredith would not return until late 
last night. eS ‘ 

In his letter to George F. Milton, 
publisher of The Chattanooga News, 
announcing that he would not be a 
candidate for the nomination next 
year, Mr. McAdoo indicated that he 
expected to continue his interest in 
politics and take part in the fight for 
what he called progress Democ- 
racy and said he believed it was time 
to clear the way for another leader- 
ship of the party group which he had 
headed. 


Move to Unite Anti-Smith Element. 


In the belief of prominent Demo- 
crats here, Mr. McAdoo’s declara- 
tion has cleared the way for an at- 
tempt to unite the elements of the 
party opposed to the nomination of 
Governor Smith, and it is considered 
quite likely that Mr. Meredith will 


be chosen as one of the candidates of 
these elements. 

Mr. Meredith, who is the publisher 
of Successful Farming, an exten 
sively circulated farm journal, is ex- 

ected to appeal to the. agrarian 

est and to receive considerable su 
port in the South, but, according 
the information received here, he will 
be only one of three candidates who 
will receive the support .of .those op-

SET FOR OCTOBER 3 


First Move Made by the Ways 
and Means Chairman for 
Drafting New Bill. 


WORK IS TO BE SPEEDED 


Enactment of Measure at Least 
Two Weeks Before 1927 Taxes 
Fall Due Is Desired.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Chair- 
man Green has called a meeting of 
the Ways and Means Committee for 
Oct. 31 to begin hearings ‘‘in con- 
templation of a revision of the Rev- 
enue act of 1926.’’ 

This will be the first step in draft- 
ing the tax reduction bill of 1928, 
and the hearings, .which are .sched- 
uled to run at least ten days, are 
expected to clear the way for a large 


number of details respecting ad- 
ministrative provisions of the exist- 
ing law and also afford those inter- 
ented an opportunity to be heard on 
the gene subject of taxation. 

The tentative schedule has been ar- 
ranged as follows: 

Oct. 31-Nov. 1—General] statements 

Nov. 2—Income tax corporations. 

Nov. 3—Income tax—individuals. 

Nov. 4-5—Board of tax appeals and 
genera) administrative features. 

Nov. 7—Excise and stamp taxes. 

Nov. 8-9—Estate tax. 

Nov. 10—Miscellaneous. - 

Two sessions will be held daily, at 
10 A. M. and 2 P. M., and as soon 
as information has been received as 
to those desiring to appear a com- 
plete program will be arranged.

_ New Developme; Case. 

THe disclosure of the prosecutor’s 
plans followed several other develop- 
ments. The first was the admission 
that a letter had been found at the 
scene of the crime. The second was 
that three bullets instead of two had 
been fired into the throat and neck 
of the elderly physician as he sat at 
the wheel of his automobile in the 
solitary stretch of the Vineland-In- 
dian Mills Highway. According to 
Mrs. Lilliendahl]’s story of the Sill: 
ing, the doctor was the victim of two 
negroes who robbed them and then 
shot her husband when he started to 
her aid. 

No inkling that the detectives had 
found a letter near the automobile 
had been permitted to leak tothe pub- 
lic until this afternoon. The letter, 
it was said, was addressed to Mrs. 
Lilliendahl. It had-been written by 
@ man living in Vineland, where the 
Lilliendahls have a seven-room bun- 


galow. 

The letter in rt dealt with the 
financial difficulties of the writer, 
who used an assumed name in sign- 
ing it. —. to a detective, the 
man wrote that he owed $1,500 to a 
bank in Vineland and that he had 
promised the cashier that he would 
settle his debt tomorrow or Tuesday. 
Investigation by the police disclosed 
that the writer’s actual indebtedness 
was $900. 


Seek More Correspondence. 


Detectives said that the letter 
found was part of correspondence be- 
tween the man and Mrs, Lilliendahl 
The widow handled all of her hus- 
band’s business affairs, they added. 
and the correspondence with the 
Vineland man was known. to. the 
dead physician. The letter writer is 
the same man who, —— to per- 
sistent reports, was ordered out of 
the doctor’s home last week and told 
to stay away. 

Two State Troopers, it was’ said, 
have the letter water under surveil- 
lance. No move will be made toward 
an arrest,- however, pending the ef- 
forts of detectives to find the re- 
mainder of.the correspondence. It 
ae today that it was a search 
for other letters rather than insur- 
ance | age that led to attempts to 
open the doctor’s safe on Saturday.

Swims Around Manhattan Under Nine Hours; 
Byron Summers, Aided by Tide, Sets. a.Record 





Byron. Summers, ; twenty-five-year- 
old California swimmer, who achieved 
the nickname of ‘‘the Flying Fish” 
last April when he beat the time of 
George Young in crossing the chan- 


nel separating Catalina Island from 
the mainland, swam around Manhat- 
tan Island yesterday in the an- 
nounced time of 8:56:30. The dis- 
tance is 40 miles. 

According to Captain G. H. Maines, 
promoter of long-distance swimming 
events, who was in charge of yes- 
terday’s event,.Summers is the first 
man ever to swim around the island 
without a pause. It has been done 
by two women, Mille Gade Corson 
and Lottie Schoemmel. Mrs. Schoem- 
mel swam it. last September in 14 
hours 11 minutes, lowering Mrs. Cor- 
son’s record by two hours. 

Summers credited his fast time af- 
ter he had been warmed up and 
rubbed’ down yesterday to the fact 
that he had been able to take ad- 
vantage of the tides, swimming with 
them almost all the way, whereas 
ca agi swimmers had had to battle 

em much of the way. 

Elaborate data, he said, had been 
prepared by William Erickson, win- 
ner of the Atlantic City marathon 
last. June, showing just what time 
schedule would have to be kept by a 
swimmer to take full advantage of 
the tides. Erickson did not regarn 
himself as fast enough for the k 
and turned the data over to Sum- 
mers. 

Summers started at 5:10 A. M. » hue 
terday at 125th Street and the r- 
lem River. He was accompanied by 
a launch and a rowboat containing 
a dozen persons, including Erickson 
and Edward Keating, winner of the 
Lake George marathon last Summer. 
These acted as judges for the Met- 


ropolitan Professional Swimmers’ 
Association, according to Captain 
Maines. Hampton Smith of the 
Newspaper. Enterprise Association 
also accompanied the swimmer as an 
observer. Captain Maines rowed the 
boat most of the way. Jimmie 
Burns, Summers’s coach, swam with 
him the first ten miles, and Erick- 
son entered the water for ten miles 
more. 

The tide was just turning to ebb 
when Summers started and the 
water was almost at a standstill un- 
til he entered the Hudson at Spuy- 
ten Duyvil..He made the swim 
down the Hudson almost a sprint, 
to take advantage of the full run- 
ning tide, and reached the Battery 
at 10:50 A. M., just as the tide came 
to a standstill. As he rounded the 
lower end of the island and started 
up the East. River the inbound tide 
caught him and carried him to with- 
in sight of his goal. - : 

The last three-quarters of an hour 
were .the hardest, for he then had 
the tide against him. A ferryboat 
also got in his way and caused him 
some trouble, but he reached his 
starting place at 2:06% P! M. Among 
the crowd assembled at the water's 
edge to welcome him was Paul Chot- 
teau, a French champion swimmer. 

Summers is visiting relatives here 
while he trains for a ‘marathon to 
be held at Tampa, Fla. Captain 
Maines said yesterday’s swim was 
preliminary to a marathon around 
the island which will be held next 
Summer with $150,000 in prizes. Part 
of the anny already has been sub- 
scribed by New York business men, 
he said.

TO TIE GOVERNMENT 


Opposition Parties Are Also on 
Even Terms With Cosgrave and 
Allies at 63 Seats Each. 


ALL MINISTERS RETURNED 


Cosgrave’s Grip on Office Will 
Likely Be Precarious if He 
Is Kept in Power.

DUBLIN, Sept. 18.—Returns from 
Thursday’s general election up to to- 
night show the present standing of 
the parties to be as follows: 

Government, 49 seats; Fianna Fail, 
49; Labor, 11; I ndependents, 10; 
Farmers, 4; National League, 2; and 
Irish Workers’ League, 1. 

Thus with 126 seats out of 152 in 
the new: Dail decided, the Govern- 
ment and its allies, the Independents 
and Farmers, are tie with the Oppo- 
sition parties, each group having 
sixty-three seats. 

All the Ministers have been re- 
turned, but the results of the elec- 
tion have been disappointing to the 
Government. It’s gains have been 
counterbalanced by those of Hamon 
de Valera’s Fianna Fail Party. 

Earlier in the evening the Govern- 
ment group was leading the opposi- 
tion by seven seats, but as new re- 
turns came in the Fianna Fail party 
scored heavily. 

Most of the gains have been at the 
expense of the Labor and Farmers’ 
Parties and the National League. 
The heaviest blow to Labor is the 
defeat of its Jeader,'Tom Johnson, in 
County Dublin. This is also a loss to 
the Dail Eireann, where for five 
years Mr. johnson has done excel- 
lent work ana borne the brunt of the 
Opposition on his own shoulders. 


But Mr. Johnson invited defeat 
five weeks ago when he attempted 
to. run the Government out and 
thereby lost many of his supporters. 
Labor is now without a single repre- 
sentative amonz the twenty-three 
members for Dublin city and county, 
unless one counts Larkin,’ of the 
Irish Workers’ League, who, how- 
ever, is as bitterly opposed to the 
official Labor Party as to the Gov- 
ernment. 

Fianna Fail had more successes 
than was generally expected. One 
of the chief causes for this is 
believed: by many ‘to have been the 
silence of the Catholic hierarchy 
concerning the oath issue., It is ar- 

ed that if the Bishops had con- 
emned Mr de Valera’s attitude on 
this issue the Fianna Fail delegation 
in the ‘last Dail would have been 
ov reduced in last week’s elec-

Cosgrave Ministry Expected. 

DUBLIN, Sept. 18 (#).—The Repub- 
licans put up a good fight in Thurs- 
day’s elections and are running the 
Government’ very close as the re- 
turns come in.

the American Legion. 

Marshal Foch, General. Pershing, 
Commander Savage of the Legion, 
Mayor Walker of New York and 
representatives of President Dou- 
mergue and the French Government 
attended.

PARIS, Sept. 18.—''The nearest I 
can remember,’’ said an old soldier 
meditatively sipping his bock.on the 
Sidewalk terrace of the Café de la 
Paix, ‘‘this time ten years ago I was 
trying on my first gas mask at 
Gondrecourt. It didn’t taste as good 
as this beer. , 

‘Nine years ago I was eating Ger- 
man dill pickles in a garden or back 
yard in the city of Hattonville, north 
of St. Mihiel. Those pickles really 
belonged to some Germans who had 
been residents there a few hours be- 
fore and had checked out rather sud- 
denly, but that didn’t hurt my appe- 
tite any. 

“And eight years ago—well, the 
chances are I was sitting right here, 
back from the Rhine and wondering 
when Pershing would get around to 
sending me home.”’ 

So ran the reminiscences of this 
venerable veteran, who ten long 

ears ago, at the age of 20, had left

His martial experiences were not 
particularly sensational or extraordi- 
nary. Indeed, with variations of time 
and place, they were those of many 
thousands of his fellow-Legionaires 
back in Paris a decade later. But 
they gave one of his hearers the 
thought that it might be interesting 
to recount what these soldiers of the 
United States as a whole were doing 
on this’ date on their previous so- 
journ in France and inspired him to 
dig into his memory and the files for 
the necessary data. 


‘ Not So Carefree Then. 


The contrast between the carefree 
host of erstwhile warriors now 
swarming along the boulevards and 
packing the Parisian pleasure resorts 
and the same outfit nine and ten 

ears ago is the Legion’s favorite 
opic of conversation. 

‘Do ‘you remember?” is the most 
popular phrase. And what all its 
members without exception quite 
easily remember is the absence in 
those days of their present carefree- 
ness, and also of an opportunity to 
indulge in’ such few amusements as 
wartime Paris afforded. ' 

Gondrecourt, the first training cen- 
tre of the American Expeditionary 
Forces, is not and was not one of 
earth’s brightest spots. Neither were 
any other of the American centres 
in France. It was in these dreary 
villages that the first fighting men 
Uncle Sam sent to Europe were con- 
gregated on Sept. 18, 1917. 

Instead of the comfortable hotel 
beds in which they will sleep tonight, 
they were wont literally to ‘“‘hit the 
hay” in stables and other billets 
heavily scented with odors of the 
French agricultural atmosphere. 

Their ‘chow’ was not prepared 
by cordon bleu chefs and served at 
tables decked with white linen and 
silver and porcelain. It was alung 
together by a company cook who ha 
never heard of Brillat-Savarin and 
was — down off a greasy mess 
tin. It was edible at that after five 
or six hours of hard labor digging 
trenches or sticking bayonets into 
dummies or rifle practice in the hot 
sun or cold drizzle. 


Were Just Learning War. 


The Americans were in the war, 
but not of it, ten years ago. They 


were steeped in the drudgery of 

learning how to fight. The only 

Americans actually fighting were 

those in the French Foreign Legion 

and the Lafayette Escadrille, which

BRUSSELS, Sept. 18 (#).—Fourteen 
hundred Legionaires from the corn 
belt of Iowa and the cotton lands of 
Dixie landed in Belgium this morn- 
ing from the steamer Pennland of 
the Red Star Line on their way to 
Paris.

PARIS, Sept. 18.—All is ready for 
the opening of the American Legion 
Convention tomorrow and the big 
parade. 

Paris presented tonight a picture 
of a great festival city. Despite gray 
clouds, which toward evening un- 
loosed a mistlike rain, great crowds 
thronged the boulevards until.a late 
hour. 

Beautiful decorations of red, white 
and blue lamps strung along the 
Champs Elysées and the boulevards, 
turned on for the first time, lent 
color to the scene of merrymaking 
crowds moving beneath festoons of

waving side by side. A State dinner 
was given by the French Govern- 
ment to the officials of the Legion 
convention. 

The day was marked by a large 
number of religious ceremonies and 
the solemn rite of turning up the 
light on the tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier at 6 o’clock by Genera! Persh- 
ing and Legion officials. During the 
day the last contingent of Legion 
delegates arrived at the St. Lazare 
station, veinaing the official total up 
to more than 20,000. 

The most impressive occasion of 
the day was the ceremony at the 
Are de Triomphe in the dimming 
light of late afternoon. Although the 
ceremony lasted only five minutes 
the streets in the vicinity of the arch 
were jammed several hours before 
it began. The crowds began gather- 
ing in the Champs Elysées soon 
after noon and by 3 o’c*osck the po- 
lice were facing a traffic problem 
that taxed their abilities to the ut- 
most. 

Police reserves formed a stron 
line about the arch to keep the crow 
back. They were aided by mounted 
Repubican Guards, whose gay uni- 
forms and shining brass helmets add- 
ed to the general picturesqueness. A 
battalion of infantry, with bayonets 
fixed, stood guard about the tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier. 

The arrival of one Legion band, in 
brilliant red uniforms and led by a 
nas drum major in an immense 
shako, caused the crowd to surge 
forward, and the police had great 
difficulty in restraining the people. 
The band was followed by delegations 
of the Legion Ladies’ Auxiliary. 


These lined up on each side of the | 


tomb, while the band marched about 
the Etoile playing ‘‘Madelon’”’ and 
other martial music. 

A few moments later the Misses 
Mary Van Duyn and Eileen Hamil- 
ton, dressed in flowing white robes, 
placed a huge wreath on the tomb. 
The wreath was sent by the National 
Catholic Council of Washington. 

When Commander Savage arrived 
toward 6 o’clock, fully 50, persons 
crowded about the arch. The Com- 
mander was met by Generals Gour- 
ard and Marié and Colonel Picot, 
President of the Society of yn 
ured French Veterans.

A sword was 
handed to Commander Savage, who 
plunged it into the flame three times.

PLAINFIELD, N. J., Sept. 18.— 
Physicians at the Muhlenberg Hospi 
tal here held out little hope tonight 
for the recovery of the five persons 
who were seriously injured in ‘the

chanic and. five passengers in a 
Reynolds Airways monoplane were 
killed. _ : . 

Throughout most of the day the 
victims were . unconscious. The 
Misses Lorraine and Verna Donovan 
Showed no improvement, doctors 
informed their father, Alfred Dono- 
Van, who is a druggist here. The 
mother of the girls, Mrs. Almira 
Donovan; their uncle, Russell Camp- 
bell, who had been the host of the 
family flying party; his son, Russell 
Jr., and a cousin, Miss Helen Ruth 
O'Neill, a student nurse at. St. 
Barnabas Hospital, Newark, were 
killed. One funeral service for Mr. 
Campbell and his son, Mrs. Donovan 
and Miss O’Neill will be held 
Wednesday afternoon at. Trinity. 
Church in Plainfield. 

Only One Has Spoken. 

The other survivors are Bessie 
Heater of Plainfield, whose. father, 
Fred Heater, was killed, and Louis 
Pellis and Matthew Lutz of New 
Brunswick. The condition of Pellis, 
phvsicians said, was the most hope- 
ful. Miss Heater is the only one: of 
the injured who has spoken since the 
accident. Yesterday she regained 
consciousness for a moment and 
said, “I know Captain Chandler is 
dead,’’ and then relapsed into uncon- 
sciousness. 

Mrs. Russell Campbell; who. has 
been seriously ill, was prostrated by 
the news of ,the death of her hus- 
band and son. Her physician has or- 
dered her to see noone. J. V. King, 
the twenty-one-year-old mechanic 
who was killed, had gone to work for 
the Reynolds Company only the day 
before the accident, his friends said 
today.

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ARMY WILL OPEN 
AIR LABORATORY 


Secretary Davis With Other 
Officials Will Attend Wright 
'_ Field Ceremony. 


DAYTON WEEDS OVER SITE 


Research and Experimental Ma- 
chinery of Latest Type Installed for 
Perfecting New Developments. 


Special to The. New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—The new 
home of the Army Air Corps labora- 
tories at Wright Field near Dayton, 
will be opened Oct. 12 with cere- 
monies intended to emphasize the 
further expansion of the Govern- 
ment’s effort to improve airplane de- 
signs, increase the efficiency of air- 
plane motors and perfect air naviga- 
tion and equipment. 

War Department officials, headed 
by Secretary Davis, will attend, and 
the First Pursuit Group will fly over 
Selfridge Field, Michigan, to partici- 
pate in the ceremonies. 

The Army Air Corps Laboratory, 
fcrmerly known as the Material Di- 
vision, has ‘been the birthplace of 
many of the improvements in air- 
plene operation and air navigation 
that have raised American planes, 
military and commercial, to the 
higher standard of efficiency they 
possess today. These laboratories 
have played an important réle in per- 
fecting airplane motors, the radio 
beacon, parachutes, the earth-induc- 
tur compass, propellers and airplane 
designs. Until recently the Material 
Division had its home at McCook 
Field, also near Dayton, but its new 
quarters are located six miles north- 
east of that place on a 4,500-acre 
tract. 

Wright’s First Airdrome is Near By. 


Not far from the modern buildings 
and newer types of hangars, which 
front on what army officers con- 
sider one of the finest landing fields 
in the world, stands the humble 
little shack in which the Wright 
brothers, after whom the field is 
named, housed their first airplanes. 
The site was deeded to the War De- 
partment for Army Air Corps engi- 
neering purposes by the Dayton Air 
Service Committee, made up of resi- 
dents of Dayton. The formal presen- 
tation of the site will be part of the 
ceremony of Oct. 12. 

The laboratory building is a single- 
room structure of 144,000 square feet 
of open floor space and houses the 
engineering laboratories. 

It is arranged to afford splendid 
coordination of the various research 
activities and promote an efficiency 
of, operation impossible under condi- 
tions at the old site, where the lab- 
oratories had a sporadic growth over 
a period of years, the buildings being 
placed as available space dictated, 
rather than from consideration of 
leap mai and economy of opera- 

on. 

The new dynamometer laboratory 
takes into consideration two out- 
standing features of modern air- 
craft engine development—air-cooled 
engines and larger horsepower. The 
facilities for testing have been in- 
creased about 50 per cent. and the 
large dynamometers will be capable 
of absorbing 100 horsepower in a 
single unit. A feature of the dyna- 
mometer laboratory is a blower sys- 
tem for furnishing a blast of air to 
the air-cooled engines that will sim- 
ulate the speed of normal flight and 
cool the engines under test. 


Controlled and Measured Temperature 


Another new apparatus will meas- 
ure performance of engines at simu- 
lated altitudes, that is, the air en- 
tering a specific carburetor will be 
conditioned so that volume and tem- 
perature of air can be definitely 
measured and controlled and tem- 
peratures as low as sixty degrees be- 
low zero obtained. A metering de- 


vice which measures the flow de- 
manded by the carburetors under 
= conditions is another feature. 
he propeller test rig is regarded 

as probably the most important 
propeller laboratory in the world and 
the only one of its kind in this coun- 
try. It consists of three dynamome- 
ters in line, arranged so that the 
slipstream from one propeller will be 
thrown into the range of another 
propeller under test, so as to simu- 
late flight conditions. One of the 
three stands is equipped with a high 
speed turbo-type synchronas motor 
capable of turning at any speed up 
to 4,300 revolutions per minute. This 
motor will develop 2,500 horsepower. 

EPlectric current at 33,000 volts wilt 
be used for operating these motors. 
Sufficient transformer capacity will 
be provided to run any two of them 
at full load at the same time. These 
are thought to be the largest elec- 
trical units of this nature ever built 
and make the motor generator sta- 
tion one of the most interesting elec- 
trical installations in the country. 

The wind tunnel installation con- 
sists of a five-foot and a fourteen- 
inch tunnel. The former is capable 
of a wind speed of 240 miles an hour; 
the latter can generate a wind speed 
of 500 miles an hour. When funds 
become available, it is planned to 
erect a ten-foot wind tunnel which 
will materially enlarge the scope and 
accuracy of aerod ical tests. 
One new feature will be inaugurated 
in the. wind tunnel work at the new 
field with the omg of quarter-size 
A peor sections. The propeller will 
e tested in a blast of air and at a 
speed similar to the speed encoun- 
tered in actual flight.

DUBLIN, Sept. 18 ().—The mono- 
plane Princess Xenia was flown back 
from Beale Strand to the Baldonnel 
Airdrome this evening by Comman- 
dant James C. Fitzmaurice and Cap- 
tain Piercy.

WRIGHT FOR HOP CONTROL. 


Draws Up Resolutions to Make Long 
Flights Less Dangerous.

DAYTON, Ohio, Sept. 18.—Resolu- 
tions, drawn up by Orville Wright 
and designed to make the air lanes 
of the United States safer for avia- 
tion, will be submitted tomorrow at 
the opening session of the annual 
meeting of the National Aeronauti- 
cal Association at St. Joseph, Mo. 

The resolutions provide, among 
other things, that flights, such as 
those across the ocean, or for lon 
distance across land, be permitte 
only under sanction of the National 
Aeronautical Association, in which 
full power to regulate and control 
such flights would be vested. The 
creation of a contest commission 
with full power to act, and strict 
a regulations are also sug- 
gested. 

Mr. Wright asserted that it is not 
his intention to put a damper upon 
ambitious fliers or to hamper the 
science of aviation. His suggestions 
are born of a desire to be helpful in 
promoting that science and to pro- 
vide for proper supervisory bodies 
so that flights, whether made for a 
scientific pu or for a prize, may 
be conducted with less danger.

‘HOOVER IN SECOND PLACE 


Data Based on Replies of Repub- 
lican Leaders to Three Queries 
on. 1928 Presidential Race. 


Ex-Governor Frank O. Lowden of 
Tilinois far outruns all other potential 
candidates for the Republican nomi- 
nation for President in sixteen States 
west of the Mississippi River, accor4d- 
ing to figures made public by Wil- 
liam H. Crawford, National Director 
of Publicity for the Lowden move- 
ment, who has just completed a poll. 
The result in other States, Mr. Craw- 
ford said, -will be made public short- 
ly. These figures which, it .is ad- 
mitted, ‘will prove less favorable to 
Mr. Lowden are being withheld for 
the present because tabulation has 
not been completed. 

Mr. Crawford said he had sent out 
telegrams to twenty Republican lead- 
ers in each of the sixteen States in- 
cluded in a table he made public yes- 
terday, taking no heed, and, in fact, 
having no advance information as to 
their preference in the matter of can- 
didates. They were asked, Mr. Craw- 
ford said, to answer a series of ques- 


sentiment. On the strength of an- 
swers received, Mr. Crawford has 


computed the allotment of delegates 
from the sixteen States to next year’s 
Republican National convention as 
follows:

Herbert Hoover 

Charles E. Hughes 

William E. Borah 


Three Questions Asked. 


Three questions were included in 
Mr. Crawford’s questionnaire. They 
were: 


1. Will Mr. Coolidge be drafted? 

2. If not, whom will the delegates 
to the Republican National conven- 
tion from your State support? 

3. Would they prefer an Eastern 
conservative or a Western liberal? 
‘The percentage of replies,’’ Mr. 
Crawford said, ‘‘has been remark- 
ably large. So far I have been able 
to tabulate the results of only two 
divisions of States—the States west 
of the Mississippi, excluding the 
South and the Pacific Coast. The 
results from the other States will be 
made public as soon as the task has 
been completed. There are eight 
States in each division, or 160 in- 
quiries sent to each—320 in all. I 
have had 248 replies.’’ 

The returns on the second ques- 
tion in Mr. Crawford’s telegram, de- 
signed to bring out the comparative 
strength of sentiment for the several 
candidates, have been compiled in the 
following table, showing the number 
of answers in favor of each candi- 
date. Mr. Crawford explained that 
he had allotted the delegation to the 
man favored for the nomination by 
the greatest number, and in one in- 
stance, where two candidates were 
favored in an equal number of re- 
sponses, divided the delegate’ equally 
between the two:

NORRIS. DISCOURAGES

Senator Does Not Expect to Be 
Nominated and Wants to Keep

LINCOLN, Neb., Sept. 18 (#).—The 
Lincoln Star says Senator George W. 
Norris, Republican, is trying to dis- 
suade his Nebraska friends from fil- 
ing his name for President in the 
State primaries next April, but has 
not flatly refused to let it go upon the 
ballot.

Stresemann Presses Thesis as the: 


Assembly Enters Third Week 
to Pass on Anti-War Plans. 


GENEVA, Sept. 18 @.—That the 
meeting of the League of Nations 
Preparatory Commission, originally 
fixed for November, will be post- 
poned for several months, was the 
prevailing opinion today in Assembly 
circles. Count von Bernstorff, Ger- 


Many’s war-time Ambassador at 
Washington, ventured the guess that 
it would be convoked in January or 
February. 

The United States is represented on 
the Commission, whose task it is to 
prepare a draft treaty to be sub- 
mitted to an eventual ‘general dis- 
armament conference. Count von 
Bernstorff is the German delegate 
on this Commission. 

The American Government has al- 
ready given the interested powers to 
understand that Washington will 
continue actively to cooperate in the 
League’s disarmament preparations, 
although the question of American 

articipation in the conference itself 

as yet to be decided. : 

Presumably Hugh R. Wilson, the 
American Minister at Berne, will 
represent his Government when the 
League Commission resumes its 
meetings. 


Move to Divide Arms Conference. 


The Assembly delegates attached to 
the Disarmament Committee are still 
hesitating whether to link the move- 
ment to supervise the private manu- 
facture of arms with the general dis- 


armament conference or convoke a 
separate conference on such super- 
vision. 

Senor Guerrero, the Foreign Min- 
ister of Salvador, who has been 
handling the League’s study of the 
problem of private manufacture, ad- 
vocates a distinct conference and is 
striving to compose an agenda which 
will insure the presence of both the 
United States which wants govern- 
mental manufacture of arms in- 
cluded, and other nations, Italy for 
instance, which will not hear of the 
idea of supervising State manufac- 
ture. 

Sefior Guerrero figures that what 
America is particularly interested in 
is the publication of the statistics of 

arms turned out by Goverments, 
rather than any attempt to control 
State manufacture, and he believes 
that this middle ground will satisfy 
all the nations. 


Trend to Arbitral Method. 


On the eve of the third week of its 
session, the Assembly shows a con- 
tinued tendency to develop arbitra- 
tion as the most practical means of 


outlawing war. Much favorable 
comment was heard tonight on the 
action of the Disarmament Commit- 
tee in approving Dr. Friedtjof 
Nansen’s project for a _ voluntary 
ig A of compulsory arbitration of 
all disputes between nations. Like 
the ge | arbitration clause of 
the World ourt, this proposed 
treaty will be open to the signatures 
of all nations and will be binding 
= between the signatory na- 
ions. 

It is likewise being’ remarked that 
though some of the Germans on the 
opening days of the Great War had 
regarded the treaty guaranteeing 
Belgian neutrality as ‘“‘a scrap of 
paper,’’ Germany is now clearly tak- 
ing the leadership in the movement 
for obligatory arbitration.

President’s Challenge, Timed for 
Legion Meeting, Broadcast 
to All Germany.

TANNENBERG, East Prussia, 
Sept. 18.—President Hindenburg re- 
Pudiated for the first time, publicly 
and officially, the charges that Ger- 
Many was responsible for the World 
War. The occasion was the unveil- 
ing here of a national war memorial 
to commemorate the Marshal’s vic- 
tory in the early days of the con- 
flict when the Russian invasion was 
frustrated. 

For the first time President Hin- 
denburg has thrown an open chal- 
lenge to the world to fix the blame 
for the World War and, for the first 
time also, he has publicly taken a 
stand on a question of foreign af- 
fairs. There is reason to believe that 
the presence of the American Legion 
in France inspired his course today, 
the failure of the League of Nations 
to agree on the fundamentals of in- 
ternational peace was also given in 
the Wilhelmstrasse as a reason for 
the President’s statements. 

More than 100,000 people from all 
quarters of Germany gathered. for 
the ceremony, most of the veterans 
wearing shiny helmets with gaudy 
plumes and the gold-braided coats 
of the former imperial army or the 
field gray of the war. President Hin- 
denburg wore his Marshal’s uniform 
and carried the baton of that rank. 

His short speech was heard by 
only a comparative few of the as- 
sembled multitude, but its contents 
spread like wildfire. Throughout 
the Reich many hundreds of thou- 
sands listened by radio to the deep 
toned voice of their hero. 


Took to Arms as Last Resort. 


After receiving the keys to the 
memorial, a mammoth octagon. sur- 


mounted by eight lofty and massive 
towers, President Hindenburg said: 

“The Tannenberg national monu- 
ment serves primarily as a memorial 
in commemoration of those who fell 
in freeing their Fatherland from 
enemy invasion. Not only in their 
memory, but also in honor of my 
living comrades, I feel it is my dut 
here on this occasion to say the fol- 
lowing: 

“The charges that Germany is 
guilty of the greatest of all wars, 
we, the German people, repudiate 
in all its phases... Not envy, hate, 
nor eagerness for conquest caused us 
to resort to weapons. War was a 
last resort for us, and the requiring 
of the greatest sacrifices of the en- 
tire people was the last means of 
maintaining our prestige against a 
host of enemies. 

‘‘With pure hearts we marched out 
to defend the Fatherland, and with 
pure hands the German Army 
wielded the sword. Germany is ever 
ready to prove it before impartial 
judges. 

“In countless graves, which are 
monuments of German heroism, rest 
impartially warriors of all political 
views. They were then united in 
love and loyalty for a common 
Fatherland. Therefore on the walls 
of this memorial may internal an- 
tagonism be shattered forever. This 
is a sacred place to which all extend 
their hands and which inspires love

Statement Comes as a Surprise. 


The Hindenburg declarations came 
today as a complete surprise, though 
it was announced that he would dis- 
cuss important political matters. His 


original intention, it is understood, 
was to make an appeal for German 
unity as in the days the Tannenberg 
Battle took place. The critical ten- 
sion existi between the Catholic 
Centrists and the Natienalists which 
is threatening to smash the present 
bourgeoise coalition Government, 
caused him to refrain from more 
than alluding to this subject. 

It is argued that his reference to 
Germany’s readiness to disprove the 
war guilt charge has also the effect of 
uniting the Lac on since it is the one 
subject on which the whole nation 
is agreed, His appeal for impartial 
judges to investigate the case is 
taken as a direct reference to the 
Belgian refusal to submit the Dinant 
affair to neutral investigation. 

The fact that the American Legion 
is visiting Paris and viewing the bat- 
tlefields also seemed to some liti- 
cians to make the moment propitious 
for a declaration of Germany’s posi- 
tion by her chief executive, who up 
to now has kept silence on the ques- 
tion of war guilt.

Status of These and‘of Four Initi- 
ated by the. Commission 
Itself is Outlined.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Reports 
on the result of two of the twelve 
investigations of industries, trade 
organizations and trade conditions, 
being conducted by the Federal 
Trade Commission, are nearly ready 
and soon will be submitted to the 
Senate. 


The reports near completion cover 
competitive conditions, prices, costs 
and profits in the petroleum and the 
bread and flour milling industries. 

The inquiry into the petroleum in- 
dustry with special reference to the 
prices of gasoline was directed by a 
Senate resolution approved June 38, 
1926, It is directed to the question 
of the advance in petroleum prices, 
whether said advances were due to 
restraints of trade or conditions of 
ownership or control preventing ef- 
fective competition, and to the prof- 
its of the principal companies in this 
industry. 

The bread and flour milling inves- 
tigation involves a study of the cost 
of a loaf of bread from the time the 
wheat leaves the farm until the 
bread is delivered at the dwelling of 
consumers. t report was re- 
cently submitted to the commission. 
Two preliminary reports have been 
published already, one on Feb, il 
last relating to bakery combina- 
tions and one on May 7, 1926, on 
competitive conditions in flour mill- 
ing. 

Four Initiated by Board. 


“Four of the twelve investiga- 
tions,’’ the commission stated today, 
‘‘wete initiated by the commission 
itself, and they mark the first gen- 
eral and consistent exercise of the 
commission’s inherent power to in- 
vestigate business and industrial con- 
ditions at its own discretion.’’ 

These four inquiries concern: 

(1) Joint stock acquisitions of the 
du Pont and General Motors Com- 
panies and the United States Steel 
Corporation. 

(2) Maintenance of resale prices. 


(3) Sale of ‘‘blue sky” securities. 
(4) Practices in use regarding price 


ases. 

The remaining. eight of the dozen 
inquiries were s d at the direc- 
tion of Congress.

‘During July the commission or- 
dereti four new inquiries into impor- 
tant economic questions which are of 
a constructive character.

‘vious inquiry into blue sky securi- 
ties, concerning which no report had 
ever been published, should be 
brought down to date. This inquiry 
is directed to the nature of the abuses 
in the sale of worthless securities, 
the present methods of controlling

“Price Bases—On July 27 an in- 
quiry was ordered by the commis- 
sion into the various practices re- 
garding price bases; namely, factory 
base, basing point base and delivered 
base, with a view to determinging 
the causes or purposes thereof, and 
their actual or potential effects on 
prices and competitive conditions.” 

The status of the six investigations 
—other than those into the petroleum 
and flour industries—undertaken by 
the commission by Congressional di- 
rection, was revealed by the com- 
mission today as follows:

Dr. Brossard, Back From Eu- 
rope, Warns American Industry 
of Approaching Competition.

Commissioner Says Foreign Pro- 
ducers Accept Our Tariff 
Methods as Fair. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Indus- 
trial Europe has recovered from the 
effects of the war and in some lines 
of production its output is greater 
than before the conflict, according 
to Dr. Edgar B. Brossard of the 
United States Tariff Commission, 
who returned recently from an in- 
vestigation of industrial conditions 
and production costs in twelve coun- 
tries of Europe. American industry, 
he declared today, must prepare for 
the keenest competition by European 
industries. 

Dr. Brossard said that he received 
hearty cooperation from both indus- 
trialists and Governments and that 
some of the leading technical and 
industrial leaders of Europe declared 
the reports of the Unite@ States 
Tariff Commission fair and impartial 
and its findings ‘‘objective and ac- 
curate.’? Propaganda in the United 
States against the commission: had 
failed abroad, he said, and he now 
hoped that the commission would be 
permitted to continue its work 
in ‘‘a scientific manner’? and thus 
“strengthen the good name it has 
abroad and at home.”’ 

“It may be said thet industrial 
Furope hes recovered frem the World 
Var,’ said Dr. Brocsard. ‘‘It is true 
that Europe is not as it was before 
the war. It will never be like that 
again. Ina number of lines, produc- 
tion and employment are catisfactory, 
and in some countries in some lines 
production is even greater than be- 
fore the war. The industries of the 


United States must expect and pre-

States. European industries will 
make tremendous efforts to compete 
successfully in our markets, and 
American industry must produce 
efficiently and economically in order 
to meet these renewed efforts to 
capture this, the largest and richest 
market in the world.

‘Quite contrary to the notions of 
some pcople in the United Stetes,’’ 
Dr. Brosscrd continued, ‘‘the Gov- 
ernment of this country is looked up 
to and respected in Europe, both 
apparently and actually, as equal to, 
if not superior to, any other Govern- 
ment in the world. A citizen of the 
United States traveling in Europe is 
shown courtesy everywhere. He is 
treated with respect, admiration and 
affection by the average European 
citizen, as well as by the officials of 
the European Governments, railways, 
hotels and son on. The average 
American citizen, like the United 
States Government and the United 
States solcier, has a good reputation 
abroad. A United States passport is 
a magical instrument.’’ 

Dr. Bros- 
gard said, ‘‘at President Coolidge’s

foreign costs of production in the 
markets of the. United. States a lib- 
eral and fair tariff policy for a 
protectionist country. 


Cost Inquiry Not Opposed. 

“Although some resentment was 
expressed by European industrialists 
at. the United States tariff policy 
which made necessary the investiga- 
tion of their costs of production and 
the examination of their books of 
accounts, the European Government 
officials with whom I talked did not 
oppose the work of.the Tariff Com- 
mission in making the scientific in- 
vestigations of cost of production 
necessary to give effect to the policy 
of the present Tariff act. On the 
contrary, they said they would do 
what they could to assist the Tariff 


or yam to make such investiga- 
ons. 

“This policy of adjusting tariff 
rates to equalize costs of production 
is an risk A new thing in the world, 
and naturally it has en some time 
for the idea to take hold in foreign 
countries, where this new tariff 
policy of ours had not been fully and 
adequately explained and had never 
been tried. It was not surprising to 
find a number of influential men in 
high positions in their respective 
Governments in Europe entirely un- 
familiar with the ‘flexible provisions’ 
of the 1922 Tariff act of the United 
States, when many of our own high 
Government officials-are still; after 
five ‘years’ of operation under that 
law, — unacquainted with those: 
provisions of it. 

‘‘By a process of education and ex- 
perience the Tariff. Commission is 
gradually breaking down the opposi- 
tion to its scientific work and is now 
in a fair way effectively to assist in 
the accomplishment ef the practical 
purposes of the flexible provisions of 
‘the Tariff act of 1922. The better 
Inown the work of the. commission 
becomes, the less the opposition to it 
becomes, and the more willing for- 
eign peoples are to cooperate in car-, 
rying out the flexible provisions. 


Realize Commission’s Fairness. 


“V7hen the people of other coun- 
tries understand that. the Tariff 
Commission is a fact-finding scien- 
tific body, whose duty it is to make 
careful and thorough investigations, 
to find the facts and thus avoid any 
hasty action based upon half infor- 
mation, and when they understand 
that foreigners have the same rights 
an” privileges as domestic producers 
of making application for investiga- 
tion of costs of production looking 
toward changes in rates of duty, of 
presentation of data at the public 
hearings of the commissicn and of 
filing briefs in any investigation, 
they realize the fairness of the com- 
mission’s policy in obtaining accurate 
cost data for the President to use in 
equalizing costs in the American 
markets, as well as the enormity of 
such a comprehensive undertaking. 

“Tt was really no small task that 
Congress assigned to the President 
and the Tariff Commission under 
Section 315, and it might have been 
expected that considerable educating 
would be necessary before the work 
ve go smoothly in foreign coun- 
ries. 

‘“‘The people of foreign countries, 
quite naturally, want to know what 
it is all about before they are will- 
ing to cooperate. As a rule, when 
they’ understand the significance of 
the work. they become cooverators 
in the undertaking. It is a fact that 
the methods pursued by the Tariff 
Commission in Europe and the high 
character of the reports of the com- 
mission. that have been made and 
published. have broken down most 
of the opposition to the work of the

PROMISE FOR FALL GOOD 


Labor Department’s Survey Reports 
a Let-Up in» Manufacturing in 
New York State Last Month.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Employ- 
ment in some leading industries was

Wife of Cousin Says Religious 
Fanaticism Also May Have 
Unbalanced His Mind.: 


Leaving incoherent notes behind in 
his bedroom, Jesse Coogan, 50 years 
old, of Salt Lake City leaped from a 
sixth-story window of the Hotel Clen- 
dening at 202 West 103d Street at 4 
A.M. yesterday. and. died of his in- 
juries in Knickerbocker Hospital a 
few hours later, 

James Anderson, night clerk in the 
hotel, heard the body fall and found 
Coogan lying in the roadway. The 
street was deserted at the time and 
there were no witnesses to Coogan’s 
jump. 

In Coogan’s room detectives found 
business cards describing his Salt 
Lake City occupation as ‘“‘heatin 
plant installation.’’ An incoheren 
letter asked that A. C. Christensen of 
408 Boston Boulevard, Salt Lake City, 
be notified and expressed the hope 
that ‘‘all will be forgiven,’’ but did 
not say for what the writer wished 
forgiveness. 

“I know I can disprove’ the 
charges,’’ the letter said in another 
place, again failing to give details. 

Mrs. Fannie Coogan, also a guest 
at the hotel, told the police she was 
the wife of a cousin of the dead 
man. She seid Coogan had been a 
religious zealot for many years and 
had spent a fortune on religious 
work. She said she believed his 
fanaticism had deranged his mind 
and that when he was unable to 
find work in New York he became 
despondent. Mrs. Coogan checked

*‘Coogan had been in financial dif- 
ficulties for some time,’’ said Mr. 
Christensen, ‘‘and I have given him 
assistance in a total of possibly 
$1,500. He may have owed another 
$1,000 around the city. . . 

“He was not accustomed to finan- 
cial. adversity, and the situation 
made him despondent. He h 
threatened to take his own life two 
or three times in my presence, and 
I did what I could to have him take 
@ more courageous and hopeful view. 

**Before he left he told me he could 
find work in New York. We paid 
uP his life insurance and I advanced 
his expenses to New York. Soon 
after I received word from him that 
he was worse off in New York than 
he had been here. 

“T believe his insurance was for 
$10,000. From remarks he has made 
I am of the opinion that when we 
open his deposit box in the morning 
we will find that he made provision 
for.the payment of all debts of the 
estate. 

“Coogan’s father and mother are 
dead, and so far as I know’ there 
are no surviving relatives.’’ 

Coogan had been engaged in the 
heating and ventilating business in 
Salt Lake City about twelve years, 
coming here from Milwaukee. He 
was said to have been a’ member of 
the Milwaukee Council, Knights of 
Columbus.

Next Great Reserves Tapped Will 
Be in Central America, Colombia 
and Venezuela, Engineer Finds. 


Great Britain and the United States 
will lead in development. of the 
world’s oil supply and the extent of 
cooperation and fairness they show 
will largely determine whether the 
world’s oil supply shall be developed 
in the interest of peace or war, ac- 
cording to an article by Albert D. 
Brokaw, New York oil engineer, in 
the October issue of Foreign Affairs, 
made public yesterday. 

Mexican oil production will decline 
steadily until it is overtaken this year 
or next by Russia, according to Mr. 
Brokaw, who has had wide experi- 
ence in American, Mexican and Cen- 
tral American oil fields. He asserts 
that the next great oil reserves that 
will be tapped are those of Central 
America, Venezuela and Colombia. 
He forecasts smaller supplies from 
Rumania, Persia and the Dutch East 
Indies. 

In presenting a picture of what 
may happen within the next decade, 
Mr. Brokaw points out that the 
United States controls production 
within its own borders and shares 
with Great Britain control of the 
Caribbean, while the British sphere 
of influence extends over the Black 
Sea-Caspian field. He makes the fol- 
lowing forecast of the relative annual 
production of the world’s principal 
oil fields for the next ten years: 

United States, 500,000,000 to 600,- 
000,000 barrels; Venezuela and Co- 
lombia, 150,000,000 to 200,000,000 bar- 
rels; Russia 100,000,000 to 150,000,000 
barrels; Persia and Mesopotamia, 
something over 100,000,000 barrels. 

“Thus it seems that even though 
the rates of production in the various 
countries change substantially it is 
likely that the world situation will be 
dominated by America or Great 
Britain, especially as Britain and 
America are the dominant financial 
powers of the world and the oil in- 
dustry is firmly intrenched in each,’’ 
82; r. Brokaw. 

‘As a result Britain or America, or 
both together, will have to do with 
oil development in one country after 
another, as the focus of operations 
shifts from time to time; one or 
both will be involved in legal and 
diplomatic tangles that may arise, 
and the extent cf their cooperation 
and the fairness they show will de- 
termine to a large extent whether the 
control of the world’s:oil supply shall 
be in the interests of peace or of 
war. If England and America should 
support opposing factions in some 
weaker —t' each working to 
give the control of the local oil sup- 
ply to its own nationals, the pos- 
sibilities for trouble would be very 
real. Each country may count on 
receiving support from its nationals

“Tt seems almost as inevitable as 
the operation of a biological law that 
the world’s oil resources must be 
developed to supply the world’s de- 
mands without much reference to 
political boundaries and ownership of 
the deposits. The possibilities of ac- 
complishing this without serious in- 
ternational difficulties rest largely 
upon the shoulders of Great Britain 
and America. If they accept their 
dominance as a quasi-trust under 
which they shall deal justly and rea- 
sonably both with the producing na- 
tions and the consuming nations, 
whether they be large or small, 
strong or weak, trouble can be 
avoided, but deviation from the 
course of fairness and justice will be 
attended with grave danger.’’

Beery, who completed his latest 
picture five days ago, is at a camp 
in the high Sierras on a fishing ex- 
cursion. 

Miss Montanya came here from 
New York two years ago to seek 
work in motion pictures following a 
stage career as a dancer. She came 
into the news limelight when Holly- 
wood police accused her of appear- 
ing in the vicinity of a film actor's 
home with a pistol concealed in a 
black handkerchief. 

According to the police, she was 
auestioned by a watchman and later 
when the police attempted to ques- 
tion her at Hollywood Hotel she 
barricaded herself in a room and was 
taken into custody only after she had 
fired several shots.

Army Shooting Trophies Announced 

Trophies to be awarded annually 
for marksmanship to reserve offi- 
cers of the Second Corps Army Area, 
comprising New York, New Jersey 
and Delaware, were announced yes- 
terday by the Army Information 
Service. The donor of the trophies 
is Colonel Francis W. Perry, a civil 
engineer and member of the Officers 
Reserve Corps.

Public Service Institute Director 
Seeks Light Also on Property, 
Assessment Valuations. - 


Governor Smith was asked yester- 
day by William H. Allen, director of 
the Institute for Public Service, to 
answer ten questions in explanation 
of the necessity for the proposed 
constitutional améndment to empow- 
er New York City to borrow $300,- 
000,000 outside its debt limit for the 
construction of new subways. . The 
amendment will be voted on at the 
November election and the Governor 
has announced his intention of 
sneaking for it. 

Mr. Allen said that under the terms 
of the amendment Albany, Utica, 
Syracuse and. Yonkers would be au- 
thorized to extend their debt limits 
$5,000,000 each, and Buffalo’ and 
Rochester $10,000,000 each. He as- 
serted that property in all the cities 
affected, including New York, was 
assessed under its true value and in- 
timated that there would be no ne- 
cessity for an extenstion of the 


borrowing power of any of the cities 
if assessment were at full value.

The investigations of the National 
Crime Commission éstablish that the 
“fence” evil is the® basis of all or- 
ganized crime in this country, ac- 
cording to a statement issued yester- 
day by the commission, announcing 
the appointment of a special commit- 
tee to study the subject. 

A nationwide survey of this evil 
showed, according to the commission, 
that wherever crime is definitely or- 
ganized and numbers of criminals 
work in cooperation, the cohesive 
power is established by the receivers 
of stolen goods. Without **fences” 
to finance crime and to market the 
loot in profitable fashion, criminals 
have little chance of making a suc- 
cess of their calling, according to the 
commission. 

The survey also showed that the 
laws of the different States were gen- 
erally inadequate to deal with the re- 
ceivers and sellers of stolen goods, 
The fact that criminal bands could 
not exist without the receivers or 
“fences” has not, it was found, been 
sufficiently grasped by the country, 
with the result that competent meas- 
ures to crush the traffic in stolen 


property have not been taken in any 
part of the country. 


Conference to Combat Practice. 


The problem of dealing with this 
powerful class of criminals, it was 
announced, will be made one of the 
main topics at the general conference 
of the National Crime Commission at 
Washington during the last week in 
October. In a statement pee 
terday, Richard Washburn . 
acting Chairman of the eh re 
Crime Commission, said: 

“Tt is obvious that the elimination 
of men willing to buy stolen goods 
would be followed by the disappear- 
ance of o werent gangs of criminals 
in the United States. Crime gangs, 
to be profitable, require wholesale 
thefts. Incidentally, the murders re- 
sultant to extensive robberies would 
be eliminated also. 

‘‘Thefts, such as have occurred re- 
cently, of $40,000 worth of silks at 
one ime, would be absurd. Such 
quantities cannot be sold by thieves 
without a well organized band of 
criminal receivers with special facili- 
ties to offer them to the public.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 18.—The 
borrowing capacity of the Phila- 
delphia City Council has been ex- 
ceeded by. nearly $100,000,000, City 
Controller Will B. Hadley declared 
today in an exhaustive analysis of 
the loan situation which he has pre- 
pared for the State Supreme Court.

HOFF’S ‘BONUS’ BROUGHT UP 


Dempsey Wants to Know About 
$200,000 Being Paid on $20,000 
Loan—tinvolves Gibson, Attell.

CHICAGO, Sept. 18.—Challenging 
Gene Tunney to ‘‘tell the real truth”’ 
about their Philadelphia bout a year 
ago, Jack Dempsey came out today 
with veiled’ charges ‘that Tunney, 
through Max ‘‘Boo-Boo’’: Hoff and 
Abe Attell, had attempted to “‘fix’’ 
that fight for himself -by..obtaining 
the appointment of a-referee and one 
judge favorable to Tunney. 

His charges, which cast a bomb- 
shell into the peace and quiet of 
the boxing world here, were. con- 
tained in what was called ‘‘an open 
letter to Gene Tunney.” This letter, 
which was copyrighted, is published 
in a special edition of The Chicago 
Herald-Examiner under Dempsey’s 
signature. 

Tunney immediately retaliated with 
*“‘an open letter to Jack Dempsey,” 
in which he called the charges ‘‘a 
cheap appeal for public sympathy.”’ 


Gibson Makes Countercharge. 


Billy Gibson, Tunney’s manager, 
also let loose a broadside in which 
he charged that Dempsey had de- 
liberately planned to foul Jack Shar- 
key in their bout at the Yankee 
Stadium on July 21. 

Asked to amplify his written state- 


ment and to deny Dempsey’s charges, 
Tunney replied that ‘‘he would not 
Gignify the charges with a denial.’ 
Tunney’s formal-reply, issued this 
afternoon at his camp in Lake Villa, 
Says: 
*‘An open letter to Jack Dempsey: 
My Dear Dempsey: 
Your open letter to me has been 
brought to my attention. 
My reaction is to ignore it and 
its evident trash completely. _ 
However, I cannot resist saying 
that I consider it a cheap appeal 
for public sympathy. 
Do you think this is sportsman- 


like? 
GENE TUNNEY. 
Manager Gibson’s Statement. 


Billy Gibson’s statement was as 
follows: 

‘“‘Jack Dempsey merely is trying to 
create a certain amount of sentiment 
in the public mind that will help 
him to get away with something that 
he and his camp board of strategy 
have in mind, but it wilF, not help 
him get away with anything at all. 
We are prepared to protect our- 
selves against any trickiness or any 
attempt to steal this fight. 

“This is about the same type of 
work that Mr. Dempery and his ad- 
visers put over when they sent out 
the propaganda about painting a 
belt line on Jack Sharkey so that 
Sharkey could not get away with a 
claim of foul. You know this made 
people think that Sharkey would 
claim a foul, and it prevented’ Shar- 
key from making a claim because 
he was afraid the public would think 
he was dogging it.. But it won’t 
work with us.’’ . : 

At his trdining camp at. Lincoln 
Fields, Dempsey said this. afternoon 
that he had read the article after it 
hac been written, that he approved 
of it and, in fact, had sent it him-’ 
self to the syndicate which circulated 
it. F 

Dempsey admitted in his copy- 
righted article that Tunney had 
‘‘whipped me fairly and squarely 
that night, and I’ll give _you-credit 
for giving me the worst beating any- 
body ever handed me in my life- 
time.’’ 

Asks About Hoff’s Suit, 


But he goes on to ask Tunney for 
‘a little explanation to the  public— 
and to me—about all the angles in- 
volved in that suit which Mex “Boo- 
Boo”’ Hoff of Philadelphia fired at 
you.’’ 

Dempsey says that before he got to 
Philadelphia on fight night he was 
tipped off that ‘‘there’s something 
phony about this fight.’’ 

“IT pressed the point,’’ the Demp- 
sey article continues, ‘‘anc was told 
that some sort of deal had -been 
made whereby somebody was going 
to steal my title for you; that when 
I went into the ring I didn’t have a 
chance to win unless I. knocked you 
out by hitting you ontop of the 
head—and that I might get disquali- 
fied even then. ° ; 

“I was told that somebody with 
some sort of political power—of 
power in boxing affairs—in Philadel- 
phia was going to see to it that a 
referee and one of the judges would 
be there to assist you; that if we both 
were on our feet at the end of the 
tenth that I’d lose the decision; that 
if I hit you at any point lower than 
the top of your head and dropped 
you that somebody would yell ‘foul’ 
in your behalf.’’ 

Dempsey went on to say that a 
gambling clique was plunging heavily 
on Tunney, but stopped operations 
suddenly when the Boxing Commis- 
sion named Tommy Reillv.. a. ‘‘100 
per cent. square-shooter,’’ as referee. 

Meaning of Conferences. 

The article continues: 

‘‘What was the meaning of the se- 
cret conference you had with Attell; 
what was the meaning of Gibson con- 
ferring with Attell; what was the 
meaning of Attell seeing Hoff in 
behalf of you both? And, finally, 
what was the meaning of the secret 
conference you and Gibson had with 
Hoff on the evening of fight day, 
after which the gamblers passed out 
the word, ‘Sink the ship.on Tunney; 
he can’t lose’? 

“Ags the story comes to me, Attell 
went to see you in your camp at 
Stroudsburg.

“It always has seemed to me very 
strange that Gibson, with your sanc- 
tion, would have to borrow $20,000 
from Hoff on fight night and agree 
to give Hoff about $200,000 possible 
bonus when it would have been a 
simple matter for you or for Gibson 
to borrow the money from Tex Rick- 
ard without a bonus arrangement.”’ 

The letter also attacks Jimmy 
Bronson, Tunney’s chief second at 
Philadelphia, who will act in a simi- 
lar capacity in the bout this Thurs- 
day night. It accuses Bronson of 
inspiring ‘‘in 1919 the charges of 
‘draft dodger’ that were hurled at 
me, of picking me out of about 20,- 
000,000 American men who were ex- 
empt from war duty and trying to 
wreck and ruin me in public opinion 
for no other reason in the world than 
that he (Bronson) thought he could 
toss me into the discard and get for 
his fighter, Bob Martin (A. E. F. 
champion), the shot at Georges Car- 
pentier.’’ 

Bronson dismissed the incident 
with the following statement:

Record 4,000 Camp Crowd Sees 
Champion in Impressive 
Training Session. 


UNRUFFLED BY LETTER 


Dempsey’s Attack Leaves Tunney 
More Determined—Not Worrying 
About Eye and Feels Fine.

LAKE VILLA, Ill., Sept. 18.—Any 
lingering doubt about the present 
condition and fighting form of Gene 
Tunney was dispelled here this af- 
ternoon. ‘The world’s heavyweight 
champion satisfied a crowd of 4,000 
fans, the largest ever to see Tun- 
ney in a training camp, that he is 
on edge for the battle in defense of 
his title against Jack Dempsey at 
Chicago Thursday night. 

Not even the knowledge that he 
was the object of attack in an open 
letter from Jack Dempsey, published 
in a Chicago newspaper, could inter- 
fere with Tunney’s training here 


this afternoon. Tunney was apprised 
of the Dempsey attack this morning 
before he left camp for church. 

If the psychological purpose back 
of the open letter was to upset Tun- 
ney’s Mie reg | arrangement, it failed. 
In fact, the titleholder reacted with 
greater demonstration. It seemed he 
saved his greatest day of training 
for his greatest training camp crowd. 

Tunney disregarded the advice of 
some of his well-wishers when he 
worked out this afternoon. He was 
advised against exposing his injured 
right eye to further danger, but he 
rejected this advice as out of all pro- 
portion to the wound itself and dis- 
dained wearing even a headgear for 

rotection. Tunney was hit on his in- 

ured eye today by Billy Vidabeck in 

the final round of the workout. He 
was accidentally butted on the chin 
by Vidabeck in the same round when 
the Bayonne lad came tearing in in 
imitation of Dempsey. But in neither 
instance was Tunney hurt. The 
punch to the eye was with the padded 
part of the glove. 


Tunney’s Eye Looks Better. 


Tunney’s eye today was not so in- 
flamed as before. The bloodshot ap- 
pearance is disappearing as the eye 
responds to treatment and the cham- 
pion expresses confidence the com- 
plaint will have disappeared entirely 
before he clambers through the ropes 
Thursday night. Today the bridge of 


his nose was bruised noticeably, but 
there. was no pain, according to the 
titleholder. ; 

In his dressing room after the 
workout Tunney assured the writer 
that his eye was healing rapidly and 
to illustrate it Tunney rubbed it 
vigorously with his thumb. 

“I am not worrying about my eye 
because I have no cause to worry,”’ 
said Tunney. ‘‘The pain has gone 
entirely and there is only a slight 
elesetebintess Mey ae bebdtRectect-ha loys Mim Mob t-ma ett! 
disappear with the treatment I’ am 
giving the eye. I think working out 
today will do the eye good, too, be- 
cause the perspiration will relieve 
idel-Mpbebat-heebect-hA eye Waa 

“How did I look today?’’ asked 
Tunney, and, when informed that he 
worked impressively, the champion 
replied. ‘‘I felt good all the time. I 
felt as if I was working well. I was 
doing a lot of things I wanted to 
do out there this afternoon, felt full 
of snap and dash, and was snapping 
my punches well. I am satisfied. I 
will do some more boxing tomorrow, 
but the public will be excluded. The 
workout tomorrow will be my last 
day of hard, serious training. On 
Tuesday I may do some more boxing 
but it will be light work, perhaps just 
enough to limber up. And that will 
wind up the training for me.” 

Tunney’s workout today consisted 
of seven rounds, five of boxing 
against two sparring partners follow- 
ing two rounds of punching the light 
bag. Through it all Tunney looked 
good. He was fast and shifty, ac- 
curate with his hands, alert on the 
attack and superb on the defense as 
he drew away from punches, rode 
with them, blocked them or picked 
them off in the air. 


Tunney Hits Sharp Blows. 


He was punching sharply with left 
jabs and hooks and right crosses 
which were curled over ahead of the 
left leads of Jack Williams or Billy 


Vidabeck. He roughed it in the 
clinches with Vidabeck and once 
wrestled him to one knee. Another 
time Tunney lifted Vidabeck off his 
feet in a clinch and tossed him over 
toward the ropes without apparent 
effort, exhibiting his strength. 

Tunney was not punch-proof, how- 
ever. He was reached with long 
right-handers to the face by Williams 
and with left hooks to the body by 
Vidabech. But the punches did not 
break through Tunney’s. defense 
often enough. to count seriously 
against the champion. 

Menager Billy Gibson announced 
after the .workout that Tunney 
weighed about 189 or 190 pounds. 
The champion discarded roadwork 
this morning hecs-> -* the sloppy 
condition of the roads following a 
te~~ontial rain last night. 

The training today was witnessed 
by Bernard Gimbel, New York mer- 
chant, end Bie Bill Edwards, former 
Coliector of Internal Revenue, and 
each was impressed with the drill. 
Mrs. Bob Fitzsimmons. widow of the 
former champion, visited the camp 
todav desirous of seeing Tunney, but 
went away disappointed when she 
was informed the champion was en- 
joving his mid-day nap and could 
not be disturbed. After he attended 
mass this ‘morning near Antioch, 
Trnney was the guest of Anton J. 
Cermak and Mike K. Igoe for a short 
time. on the links of the Chain-o- 
Lakes Golf Club. 


‘Tunncy Subpoenaed in Action. 


Tunney this morning was served 
with a subpoena in the action of 
the Rev. Elmer L. Williams of Chi- 
cago seeking to prevent Thursday’s 
battle. The action is bein ressed 
in the Federal Court in Chiesa and 
will be heard Tuesday morning be- 
fore Judge James Wilkerson. Ac- 
cordé~~ tr Manager Gih- Tunney 
is not compelled personally to ap- 
pear i= **- =-4ian, Gihson said the 
chamnion_ will be* represented by 
counsel. Promoter Tex Rickard and 
Jack Dempsey also are named as de- 
fendants.

Need Only One More Victory to Tie 
Best League Mark of 105—Pipgras 
and Hoyt Hurl Fine Ball. 





The Yankees advanced two games 
nearer the league record for games 
won over the 154game stretch by 
taking the double-header from the 
White Sox at the Yankee Stadium 
yesterday afternoon. Babe Ruth also 
advanced one home run closer to his 
record total of fifty-nine by crashing 
out his fifty-fourth, thereby equaling 
his second best effort, which was 
made in 1920. The scores were 2 to 
1 and 5 to 1, and it was a clean 
sweep of the five-game series for the 
champions. 

It took the Babe a long time to get | — 
warmed up to his work. He failed 
in four attempts in the first. game, 
despite the pleadings of 45,000 per- 
sons, who evidently came out for the 
sole purpose of seeing the Babe do 
his stuff. He lingered until the fifth 
inning of the second game before he 
caught one of Ted Lyons’s curves, 
and the ball went to rest in the right 
field bleacher section. Koenig was 
on first at the time. 

The crowd, which had been re- 
hearsing all afternoon for just such 
an event, poured forth a volley of 
cheers that even must have warmed 
the Babe, who by this time is gradu- 
ally becoming a little accustomed to 
such treatment. Only a few straws— 
vies of them—found their way to the 

laying surface, but the Babe’s ef- 
fort was thoroughly recognized. 
When he went to his position in 
right at the end of the inning a ten- 
year-old admirer dashed from his 
seat in the bleachers and fearlessly 
rushed up to the Babe with the ball 
which went down as the fifty-fourth 
Babe had crashed for the circuit. 
The youth also had a pen and the 
Babe kindly forgot his fly-chasing 
duties for the moment, placed him- 
self at ease and, taking the pen in 
hand, graciously ‘obliged. Both were 
in line for more cheers from the 
Babe’s favorite section and neither 
was disappointed. 


Pipgras and Hoyt Halt Sox. 


It was just two more ball games for | 
the Yanks. ‘The White Sox fought 
well, but they were too weak with 
the bat to cause any annoyance. Pip- 
gras let them down with four hits 
in the opener, while the champions 
grouped their hits off Alphonse 
Thomas for the necessary two tallies. 


In the second game Hoyt was master 
at all times and recorded his twenty- 
second victory, while Lyons was hit 
when hits meant runs, five coming 
in the third inning for three runs. 

Ruth has only eight games left in 
which to make the five homers 
needed to equal the record. It was 
on Sept. 9, in the 132d game that he 
made his fifty-fourth in 1921 and his 
fiftv-fifth that year came in the 
138th on Sept. 15. In the same num- 
ber of- games, 146, in 1921, in 1921, 
Babe was credited with fifty-six 
homers, so he is only two behind his 
record at this stage. 

The Yankees also officially reg- 
istered their 103d and 104th victories 
of the year and now are only one 
game behind the American League 
record of 105, which was made by 
the Red Sox in 1912. That year the 
Red Sox played only 152 games. The 
Yankees also have a chance to be the 
first American League team to finish 
with a percentage over the .700 
mark, 

The record for the major leagues 
was established by Frank Chance’s 
Chicago Cubs in 1906 when they won 
ed and lost 36 for a percentage of

EPUTABLE witnesses report that about a week 
ago some 700 football coaches and officials sat up 
all night and argued as to what the new rules 

were and what they meant, No agreement was reached. 


This is strange. The new rules are as clear as the 
Einstein Theory. There should be no disputes on that 


For the benefit of officials, coaches, 


players, spectators and innocent bystanders, the whole 
matter will be cleared up here and now. 

Rules will be quoted, examples will be given, authori- 
ties will be referred to, and questions will be answered. 
What could be fairer? 

There is the little distinction between ‘‘muffing” a 
punt and “fumbling” a ball. There is the further 
point about a grounded lateral pass behind the goal 


line. 


There is the additional point about the one- 


second full stop on shift plays. ‘There is the mystery 


of the removed goal posts which are ‘‘in bounds’’ if 
hit by the ball on the kick-off and ‘‘out of bounds’’ 
if hit by a forward pass. 

But it is all quite simple, as will be shown with ease.

A Drop in Leather.

In order not to confuse the reader, the exact distinc- 
tion between a ‘‘muff’’ and a ‘‘fumble’”’ under the new 
rules will not be included in this explanation. It has 
something to do with ‘‘perfect control of the ball.’’ 
Incidentally, Herb Pennock of the Yankees usually has 


perfect control of 


the ball. 


The Lonely Quarterback. 


When a quarterback sees a punt sailing in his direc- 
tion this year, he must make up his mind to adopt one 
of four possible lines of action: He may catch the 


punt, he may ‘fumble’ the punt, he may ‘“muff’’ 
the punt, or he may resign from the football team 
and go in for chess. 
If he catches the punt, some rough players on ‘the 
other side will‘ immediately throw him to the ground 
and sit on him, 
If he “muffs”? the punt, all the officials within: ten 


miles of the spot will go into a huddle and decide that , 


he ‘‘fumbled’’. it; ; 
If he “‘fumbles” the punt, the same officials will F-£0) 


into a conference and vote that he ‘“‘muffed’’ it. 


If he resigns from the football team and goes in for 
chess, 80 much the better. 


That clears up the matter of “‘muffs” and ‘‘fumbles.” 


Passing the Buck (Laterally). 


Rule 17, Sec. 1, runs as follows: “Any player may, 
at any time, pass (hand or throw) the ball in. any 
direction except toward his opponents’ goal.’ 

Quite simple. Kindly note that nothing is said about 
a ‘‘lateral’’ pass in Sec. 1 or in any other section. under 
this rule. There are notations made on forward passes 
and backward passes, but nothing about lateral passes 
under that‘name. 

it turns out that the lateral pass is considered a 
backward pass because it isn’t a forward pass. In 
this connection, it is interesting to remember that a 
President of a railroad once sent the President of 
another railroad a pass, and on the face of the pass 
was stamped: ‘‘Not Good on Limited Trains.’”” The 
second railroad President returned the courtesy with 
a@ pass on which was stamped: ‘‘Not Good on Passen- 
ger Trains.”’ 

This clears up the matter of passes, except for the 
*‘intentional pass,”” in which Babe Ruth is much 
interested. A general debate on this subject will be 
held in Nome, Alaska, perhaps. 


As Amended. 


The Big Ten committee added the following para- 
graph to Rule 17, Sec. 1, for purposes best known to 
the Big Ten committee, their heirs, assigns, executors 
and trustees as appointed: 

‘In case a backward pass is touched without a player 
gaining control of it and the ball then strikes the 
ground or goes out of bounds in advance of the spot 
at which it was touched, it shall belong to the team 
that made the pass at the spot at which it was first 
touched. This provision shall apply whether the ball 
strikes the ground on the field of play or behind the 
defensive line.”’ 

A sufficient answer to this may be found in a quota- 
tion from a book on psychology written by President 
Angell of Yale University. The excerpt reads as follows: 

“The great mass of our perceptions, however, are of 
objects whose relations to us change sufficiently from

sciousness incompatible with their effective manipula- 
tion; consequently we continue to be definitely aware 
of them.” 

This was written many years before the Army de- 
feated Yale by 33—0, and perhaps President Angell 
has weakened on his opinion. 

In any case, a serious study of the new rules will 
undoubtedly lead to what President Angell called ‘‘a 
complete subsidence of consciousness.’’ Which may 
be all for the best. 

Further. football explanations will be continued 
relentlessly.

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CRIME AND BUSINESS. 

Many myths. about “ organized 
crime” in this country have been 
dissipated by expert inquiry. There 
are, to be sure, criminal “ gangs” 
in various cities, but there is no 
Murder Trust.: Nor is there evidence 
of desperate men banding them- 
selves together on a large scale to 
commit crimes of violence. Yet it 
has not needed prolonged investiga- 
tion to discover that one form of 
organization has come to be the 
handmaiden of thieves and burglars. 
[t might be called the Stolen Goods 
Trust. The existence of “fences,” 
through whom robbers can dispose 
of large quantities of silks and tex- 
tiles and other articles boldly carried 
off in trucks from the lofts of mer- 
chants, is indispensable to the carry- 
ing on of that nefarious industry. 
Estimates of the losses incurred in 
this way are necessawy approxi- 
mate, but there is no dqgbt that they 
run into many millions of dollars 
avery year. 

Of this fact the National Crime 
Yommission has taken advantage in 
wrder to induce business men to 
cooperate in devising means to 
check, so -far as possible, these 
activities of the predatory classes. 
This particular subject is to be under 
special discussion at the general 
conference of the Crime Commission, 
and similar associations, which is to 
he held in Washington next month. 
In anticipation, a committee of busi- 
ness men, whose names are made 
public today, has undertaken to 
study this whole question of the re- 
ceivers of stolen goods, and to pre- 
pare a separate report on it. The 
plan seems most practical, since it 
enlists men who already know a 
great deal about the particular prob- 
lem, and who also have a strong 
personal interest in finding a solu- 
tion for it. Nor can it be doubted 
that this cooperation between men 
of large affairs and the Crime Com- 
mission will be followed by other 
forms of working together by them, 
so essential if the whole movement 
is to march forward to larger 
results. 
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ANOTHER WITHDRAWAL. 


It was perhaps unavoidable that 
Mr. McApDoo’s letter announcing that 
he will not be a candidate for the 
Presidency next year should breathe 
a certain air of reproach. Renounc- 
ing, he impliedly condemns. The 
recital of his own achievements, the 
pointing of the moral of the noble 
principles which have guided his 
political action, somehow suggest to 
the Democratic Party that it may 
go further and fare much worse. 
The description which Mr. McADoo 
gives of the ideal candidate fits him- 
self like a glove. And the outline of 
a party platform which he sketches 
seems as if intended to show how 
much more easily than any other he 
could stand upon it. But, instead, he 
has decided to “stand aside.” 

So far as his: personal political 
fortunes are concerned, his retire- 
ment provides no sensation. He sim- 
ply bows to the inevitable For a 
long time it has been evident that 
his Presidential candidacy would be 
hopeless, even if he were to push 
it with all the vigor of four years 
ago. Many of his former supporters 
have openly abandoned him. Still 
others have been obviously prepar- 
ing to drop him, seeing clearly that 
there is no possibility of realizing 
his ambition, This fact must have 
fully dawned upon himself. Yet, 
without expressing bitterness, he 
makes way for others in the hope 


be made to look like power. But it 
would be hard to excite any enthu- 
siasm in’1928, except of a humorous 
kind, over the nomination of some 
Democratic Milton so mute and in- 
glorious as never to have been 
heard of outside the confines of his 
own “ deestrict.” 


A CROWN GALLANTLY LOST. 


If WILLIAM TILDEN could have 

foreseen the manner of his loss at 
tennis, he probably would not have 
wished to alter it. He might have 
preferred to postpone it, but, know- 
ing that it must come, he could 
scarcely have wished for a more 
glorious defeat. Always a spectacu- 
lar player, he lost as he had won, 
magnificently. Though he lacked 
the satisfaction of winning the 
championship, he won all the other 
honors—the respect of his adversary, 
the agonizing hopes and fears of the 
gallery, and a gallant last curtain. 
He has recently written of the finish 
that was inevitable. But that fore- 
knowledge did not break his spirit 
nor soften his play. 
The French victory is all the more 
admirable because of TILDEN’s dash- 
ing fight. Lacoste triumphed in the 
face of 14,000 sympathizers for the 
fading hero, who again and again 
raised their hopes of an American 
success by whipping his tired nerves 
and aching muscles to fresh effort. 
The French champion, in his years 
of preparation, has developed an 
impregnable defense. This lies not 
only in his incredible “ gets.” Balls 
with so much on them that they 
appeared not to rise a fraction of 
an inch from the turf he returned 
as often as TILDEN slanted them 
over. The most erratic mixture of 
chops, drives and volleys did not 
distract him or find him off sis 
guard. And in addition to the per- 
fection of his defensive play is the 
invincibility of his rock-bound spirit. 
One can wish nothing better for him 
than that it may support him in 
eventual defeat as it now does in 
his great victory. 


THE NEW NURSERY GAME. 

Accustomed to watch with vene- 
ration the wisdom of the geniuses 
that drive so successfully the New 
York Republican machine, we must 
confess wonder and joy at their new 
birth of sagacity since Aug. 2. If 
their first impassioned clinging to 
Mr. CooLIDGE, whether he choose or 
not, has grown lax, they have re- 
newed an ancient love. Their hands 
pluck wildly at Mr. HUGHEs’s reluc- 
tant coat-tails; and if he has ever 
thought he was too old, he should 
change his mind. For these adorers 
are suddenly rejuvenated. If they 
are not actually playing with hoops 
and tops, they are just as noisy and 
happy with the new game of “ Make 
the Ticket.” 

To tell the bald truth, Mr. HUGHES 
as a Presidential candidate appeals 
to the West about as much as “ AL” 
SMITH to the Anti-Saloon League. 
The New York Republicans think 
they need him in their business if 
Governor SMITH should be nomi- 
nated by the Democrats. So in 
California, no golden State for Mr. 
HUGHES, everything has been made 
lovely for the children. HIRAM 
JOHNSON—it seems he is. still 
extant—has been propitiated. Mr. 
Hoover is too modest to speak for 
himself. He would be glad to take 
second place. Mr. HUGHES would 
be content with one term; HERBERT 
the Magnanimous with his “ pros- 
pect”? in 1932. No doubt Senator 
Moses would rush to accept this 
compromise and bless the contin- 
gent promotion of his present puta- 
tive favorite.

A PIONEER AMONG RAILROADS. 


In beginning its centennial cere- 
monies’ on Saturday of this week 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad is at 
the same time celebrating its own 
birthday and commemorating the 
growth of railroads throughout the 
country. Although several short 
pieces of track were laid down 
before the Baltimore & Ohio’s first 
route, this company was foremost 
among the pioneers. At Balti- 
more will be shown the progress 
of a hundred years, in locomotives, 
cars, tracks and all the elaborate 
mechanism of the railroads. Side by 
side will stand a replica of the “ Tom 
Thumb” locomotive, designed by 
PETER COOPER, and the latest model 
giant locomotive in use today. The 
“Tom Thumb” made its first trip 
in 1829, and startled its passengers 
by averaging six miles an hour. A 
few days after this initial trip, 
the “Tom Thumb” was challenged 
to a race by a horse-drawn car. The 
latter made the best getaway, but 
after a few miles was overhauled by 
the locomotive. The horse driver 
whipped his steed to frenzied ef- 
forts, but steadily lost ground until 
something broke on the locomotive, 
and the horse-drawn vehicle walked 
in to easy victory. 

The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
had been .experimenting with a 
device operated by a horse on a 
car, and also with sails—both of 
which within their limits were use- 
ful. But the exponents of steam 
kept at their work in the face of 
public apathy and organized hos- 
tility from the stage-coach com- 
panies. It is interesting to note that 
despite the fact that a number of 
New Yorkers had from the be- 
ginning led in the development of 
steamboats, and that PETER COOPER 
and JOHN STEVENS, pioneers in the 
use of steam on land, were well 
known in New York, the first suc- 
cessful trip of the “Tom Thumb” 
received but scant notice in the New 
York press. 

In the era of road and canal build- 
ing which began after the war of 
1812 and‘ continued with the west- 
ward movement of the ’20s. and ’30s 
it was only natural that this new 
mode of locomotion should, once the 
first experiments had proved its pos- 
sibilities, have been taken up with 
wild enthusiasm. In 1835 the Balti- 
more & Ohio’s first train - pulled 
into Washington.. ANDREW JACKSON 
headed the reception committee to 
celebrate the event. In the ensuing 
decade the country went railroad 
mad. But the first through line from 
Baltimore to the Mississippi was not 
linked up until 1856. 

103: ON: 0 1- tae OF.0:1:10) 0 Ae) Ma @-bune tinea 
the last surviving signer of the 
Declaration of Independence, took 
part in the formal opening of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad on July 
4, 1828. He alone of that gathering 
had been closely associated with 
WASHINGTON. Although history does 
not tell us, it is not improbable that 
he had talked with the first Presi- 
dent about the need of linking the 
East with the West. This was ever 
a favorite project of WASHINGTON, 
who on his several journeys into the 
West, during which he crossed the 
Alleghanies, had foreseen the day 
when the valley of the Ohio would 
be the heart of a great nation—pro- 
vided it could be brought within 
easy access of the Eastern seaboard. 
Could he have seen what followed 
the first trails he had blazed and 
the roads which he later sought to 
get built, he would have been more 
than satisfied. 


THE NAVAL WAR COLLEGE. 


Admiral W. S. SIMS, now retired, 
has always contended that a course 
in the Naval War College is indis- 
pensable to the rounding out and 
completion of an officer’s training. 
He has not hesitated to say that the 
commander of the fleet should be a 
graduate of the Naval War Col- 
lege. Rear Admiral W. V. PRATT is 
now serving as the President. He 
has a high reputation for sound 
thinking and independence of opin- 
ion. In the United States Naval 
Institute Proceedings for September 
is an article by Admiral PRatrt, 
written “to give a clear idea of 
“the work or the Naval War Col- 
“lege, of its past and present ac- 
“complishments and its hopes for 
“ the future.” 

Admiral PRATT says that as late 
as fifteen years ago the importance 
of the Newport college was not ap- 
preciated; it “was tolerated, but it 
“was not looked upon as being one 
““of the most essential features of 
“the navy.” About 1910, Rear 
Admiral R. P. Ropcers, who had 
studied German methods, made a 
change in the course of instruc- 





tion, The pith of it was the coming 
to a concrete decision, followed by

that time on the internal work of 
the college was more and more 
progressive. There was still wan 
liaison with the army. As to con- 
sideration of the need of being in 
touch with the national resources of 
the country, there was no approach 
to it. “It took the World War,” 
says Admiral PRATT, “to clarify our 
“thoughts and extend our vision in 
“that direction.” -However, “ there 
“was a small body of naval men 
“who were more competent, to face 
“the complex situations: confronting 
“them than if the college had never 
“existed.” Among them was Ad- 
miral ‘Sims, who had spent more 
than two years at Newport. After 
the. war he was called to the Presi- 
dency. Much had been learned from 
the vicissitudes of the conflict, and 


’| SIMS drove his ideas home: 


Instead of a paltry few officers 
taking the course, as had been the 
case formerly, the classes now in- 
creased in size and the staff of 
the college was augmented corre- 
spondingly. 

A careful study was made of the 
national resources. Cooperation with 
the Army War College was estab- 
lished to plan joint operations of 
the sea and land services. Admiral 
PRATT is not entirely satisfied with 
the progress made. The connection 
between the Naval War College and 
the Navy Department is not yet in- 
timate enough. He submits that 
many officers are deficient in knowl- 
edge of international law and inter- 
national relations. “In time of 
peace,” he says significantly, “the 
“navy must know how to keep 
“the peace.” An important advance 
has been made in organizing the 
college “on lines similar to those of 
“the General Staff of the Army and 
“the office of Naval Operations of 
“the Navy.” This has called for 
changes in the course. There must 
be more, for Admiral PRATT says 
that in the study of problems in- 
volving the highest phases of com- 
mand the Naval is still behind the 
Army College. 


ANOTHER NATIONAL CHAM- 
PIONSHIP. 


In the annals of American sport 
the season 1927-28 promises to set 
a new record both in richness of 
content and volume of popular en- 
thusiasm. The normal play-calendar 
of the American people is so ar- 
ranged that no week, virtually no 
day, is destitute of excitement. 
While the golf championships are 
being decided, tennis works up to a 
climax. When the Davis Cup and 
the Forest Hills crown are disposed 
of, baseball is at its crest. Then 
football works its way to the front. 
To this regular annual succession 
we have to add once every four 
years what has been from the be- 
ginning of our history an outstand- 
ing national competition, a Presi- 
dential campaign. Even surpassing 
it is a contest which we are ap- 
proaching. It is the fight for 
the heavyweight national automo- 
bile championship between HENRY 
FORD and General Motors. 

Heavyweight has reference, of 
course, not to the poundage of the 
rival cars, but to the strength and 
resources of the two rivals. The 
richest individual American and one 
of the very richest American corpo- 
rations are preparing to lock horns. 
That in itself is enough to arouse 
vivid expectations. What the public 
likes best is a slugging match, and 
there seems very little doubt that 
tremendous wallops will be ex- 
changed in the battle now looming. 
As if that were not enough, there 
is the feature which never fails 
to carry public excitement to the 
highest pitch: Can HENRY ForD 
come back? All the reports agree 
on the severe course of training he 
has been going through in prepara- 
tion for the Battle of the Century. 
Factory plants have been ripped up 
and rebuilt, scores of millions of 
dollars spent in retooling, forty mil- 
lion dollars spent, according to the 
latest report, on rubber plantations 
in Brazil.

If 
HENRY FORD springs a surprise in 
the form of cylinders, the champion 
has a six-cylinder of his own in 
reserve. 

Mr. TEX RICKARD himself might 
pay tribute to the skill with which 
public interest has been whipped up 
for the imminent clash of the 
motors. Especially with regard to 
the challenger the suspense is 
growing terrible. We hang on the 
fragmentary hints’ and the bold 
guesses that drift out from the 
Detroit training camp. What Mr. 
RICKARD will no doubt envy is the 
size of the audience, numbering 
presumably 115,000,000 people, in a 
stadium 3,200 miles long by 1,500 
miles wide.

In twenty-five | principal 
denominations the total net gain 
was ‘nearly 9,000,000 for the period

to 1916 and. 8,827,873. from ,1916 
to 1926)... The increase in popula- 
tion in this twenty-year period was 
36.5 per’ cent. as compared with 
the 46.4 per cent. net increase: in 
church membership. Thus the Prot- 
estant communions, instead of fac- 
ing “ appalling ” losses, as.the report 
of the Interchurch Conference im- 
plied, are, as a matter of fact, going 
forward with increasing ranks. In 
only ‘two or three of the very 
small denominations has there been 
a net loss, even in the period’ 1916- 
1926, when the rate of general in- 
crease has not been so great and 
yet has kept up with the relative 
advance in population. . 

Dr., CARROLL’S report covers main- 
ly the year 1926: and makes only in- 
cidental references to other years, 
so that the two sets of statistics do 
not cover the same ground; but 
quite aside from disparities due to 
this want of agreement in the basis 
of comparison, the public has been 
given quite the wrong impression 
by the earlier report—entirely, of 
course, without intention. The at- 
tention of Dr. CARROLL’S commit- 
tee was fixed upon those who 
had “wandered from the fold,” 
those whose names in the periodic 
pruning had been removed from 
the rolls. Its concern was to hold 
those who had already professed 
the faith and taken vows . of 
peat secdersajety oy 

Dr. MACFARLAND does not over- 
look the “ disquieting drift,” but he 
finds cheer in the greater numbers 
approaching and entering. Dr. 
CARROLL sees the “half a million” 
yearly leaving the church, many of 
them “passing out of the back 
door.” The intensive campaign an- 
nounced “to bring 1,000,000 persons 
back” into the churches is in itself 
an admission that they have left the 
Church or ceased to take an active 
part in its life. But there is another 
side to the picture presented by Dr. 
MACFARLAND’S church vital statis- 
tics. The birth rate still exceeds the 
death rate. And with such an in- 
tensive effort as is contemplated to 
lengthen the church life of those 
born into it, the rate of increase in 
the church census should continue to 
exceed that of the total population.

That street will now virtually run 
through the great new building to be 
erected, and that at its present level. 
Meanwhile, north and south bound 
traffic will flow over it unimpeded. 

When this. entire work is completed 
and the widening of the roadway on 
Park Avenue is done, that important 
artery of traffic will become still 
more useful to automobilists going 
north and south. The whole enter- 
prise is a fine example of the way 
in which private undertakings, when 
intelligently coordinated with munici- 
pal interests, can bring about a real 
public improvement. On this result 
all concerned:are entitled to congrat- 
ulations, though, of course, it is only 
a partial and regional solution of the 
huge traffic problem of this city.

_.......Making Comparisons. __ 
To the Editor of The New York. Times:. 


THe Times correspondents on 
‘subject of traffic and’ buildings in 


rial facts on ‘which any comparisons | 
between conditions in the two cities 
should be based. Comparisons be- 
tween particular buildings or par- 
ticular streets do not help‘us to ar- 
rive at conclusions of any value. We 
‘must deal with averages over large 
areas to obtain an approximate esti- 
mate of the connection between 
building bulks, street widths and 
traffic congestion: 

The material general facts are 
these: ; R 

1. The average height of buildings 
in Manhattan and the central areas 
of London are the same, or under 
five stories. 

2. The average width of streets in 
Manhattan is about one-third more 
than the average width of streets in 
the central areas of London. 

3. Notwithstanding that ~ central 
London has much narrower streets 
than Manhattan with the same aver- 
age height of buildings, the traffic 
congestion in the former, generally 
speaking, is no greater’than in the 
latter.. 

4. In isolated placés traffic in Lon- 
don appears to be more congested 
than in New York, but in all such 
places this is due to the fact that 
pest-S oh’ gum coleya- Wa o-[o)e)(- ME Da- MR Aa-heljele acto 
in buses on the surface in London 
than in New York. New York has 
many more private cars than Lon- 
don, but private cars do not stop so 
frequently and are more flexible than 
buses. 

5. Commuting in London and New 
York takes about the same time for 
the same distances, but vehicles are 
much less crowded in London. This 
Summer I traveled daily for a 
month, during peak hours, from sub- 
urban to central London on the’ un- 
derground and never had to stand 
once. I now travel daily uptown on 
the I. R, T. and have difficulty in 
getting standing room in peak hours. 

Skyscrapers could not be erected in 
London in places where they would be 
profitable because the subsoil is un- 
suitable, and also because, as a rule, 
the cost of widening the streets to 
obtain access to them would be pro- 
hibitive. 

It is difficult, if not impossible, to 
estimate what the effect of the New 
York skyscraper will really be in 
causing traffic congestion to a great- 
er extent than in cities that have 
no skyscrapers until the average 
heights and bulks of buildings in the 
central parts of New York rise sub- 
stantially above the average of other 
cities. 

Whatever advantages may accrue 
to business from vertical transporta- 
tion within the building, it still ap- 
pears to be true that the area of 
floor space in a skyscraper imposes 
as great a burden on street use as 
the same area of floor space in a 
building of medium height in which 
the same class of business is carried 
on. It therefore follows that traffic 
congestion will increase as the aver- 
age heights of buildings increase—un- 
less streets are made wider to cor- 
respond to the greater average 
heights. 

Skyscrapers concentrate business 
on one acre which, with lower build- 
ings, might cover two acres. This 
does not mean that they, in them- 
selves, have any influence on the 
volume of business that comes to a 
city. On the other hand, if, when 
they become more numerous, they 
have the effect of congesting the 
streets more than lower buildings, 
they will destroy accessibility and 
drive away business. Alternatively 
they will impose an enormous burden 
on the city to improve the access and 
thereby keep business away in con- 
sequence of high taxation. 

The effect of the skyscraper on 


traffic conditions will only be fully 
felt when it is found, if ever it can 
be, that it Is practicable for a city 
to have buildin with an average

COLOR TESTS FOR DRIVERS. 


Mr. Harnett’s Plan Called Ill Advised 
and a Remedy Suggested. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Tus Times quotes Commissioner 
Charles A. Harnett as intending to 
require applicants for automobile 
driving licenses to ‘‘undergo a color 
test similar to the method employed 
for railroad locomotive engineers 
and others.”’ 

Would not Commissioner Harnett— 
aside from the question of his right 
to do so—be ill advised to deny a 
license to an applicant who is. color 
blind, but whose other qualifications 
would entitle him to a license in the 
absence of such a test? 

Color blindness, of course, is not 
an absolute thing. There are as 
Many degrees of defectiveness in the 
color sense as there are shades of 
pink. If the proposed examination 
is made as rigid as that which is 
given to locomotive engineers, it will 
probably disclose the fact that three- 
fourths of the male population of the 
United States are defective in their 
color sense to some degree—and 
therefore disqualified from driving 
an automobile. Especially in view 
of the fact that only the minutest 
fraction of all automobile accidents 
can be attributed to color blindness, 
this would be an absurd proceeding. 


When is color blindness a handicap 
to an automobile driver? Only in 
distinguishing between red ‘‘stop’’ 
lights and green ‘‘go”’ lights. The 
simplest and most effective way in 
which to control traffic, whether au- 
tomobile or railroad, is by a combina- 
tion of Soler. and position signals, 
such as d in railroad sema- 
phores.

ciation, declared here ‘today: before

“We know that electricity is the 
peeles-immebesheleyuechehMbde) ael-MeteMhnel-Mclereyeleysehig 
of matter, and that our health and 
vigér and our physical and mental 
states are most probably determined 
by electrical conditions both exter- 
nal and internal,”’ Dr. Hardin said. 
“The most progressive physicians 
are coming to recognize its impor- 
tance in the diagnosis and treatment 
of disease, recognizing in it the most 
valuable remedy. 
“It is interesting to note that the 
United States Public Health Service 
is experimenting with high-frequency 
oscillations in the treatment of can- 
cer.’’ 
Quoting from Robert Duncan, emi- 
nent scientist, Dr. Hardin said, 
“Men and women, mice and. eéle- 


phants, the red belts of Jupiter and 


the rings of Saturn, one and all, 
are but ever shifting, never varying 
swarms of atoms. Every mechanical 
work of earth, air, fire and water, 
every human 
deed of love or valor; what is it all 
but the relation of one swarm of 
atoms to another?”’ 

“A new and mysterious bd Colole Mame) a 
radiant energy has been discovered 
only recently,’’ Dr. Hardin declared. 
“No one ever dreamed: before its 
discovery of a secret radiation from 
the stars, consisting of waves of 
almost inconceivable brevity, which, 
notwithstanding their excessive mi- 
nuteness, possess a_ penetrating 
power so great.that they are able 
to pass through a screen of lead six 
feet in thicknéss. These rays are 
constantly falling. and must pass 
through our bodies, with what effect 
nobody knows.”’

Justice William F. Moore, who had 
been a Municipal Court Justice for 
thirty-seven years, died yesterday 
from a stroke of apoplexy at his 
home, 111 West Eleventh Street, at 
the age of 72. He was a widower 
and is survived by three brothers 
and ‘a sister. Services will be held

A-native of Newburgh, N. Y., Jus- 
tice’ Moore was admitted to the bar 
in ‘this city in 1880. Ten years later 
Governor Hill appointed him to the 
vacancy caused by the death of Jus- 
tice Deane, and in the Fall of that 
year he was elected to the office by 
a plurality of 2,000 votes against two 
other candidates, one of them a 
Democrat. He was the first Demo- 
crat elected to the office in his dis- 


trict. He was re-elected subsequently 
to ten-year terms. 

In 1925 the: question was raised as 
to whether his term expired by rea- 
son of his reaching the age of 70, 
and both parties selected candidates 
for his place. The Justice contended 
that the provision of the State Con- 
stitution fixing the age limit at 70 
did not apply to Municipal Court 
Justices. He was upheld by a deci- 
sion of the Supreme Court which 


was affirmed by the Appellate Divi- 
sion.

LONG A LEADER IN INDUSTRY 


A Lawyer and Official in Many 
Companies—Father of Ex-Alien 
Property Custodian. | 


CLEMENTON, N. J.; Sept. 18 ).— 
Charlies R. Miller, former Governor 
of Delaware, died of heart disease 
today at the home of Colonel Joseph 
H. Baker, a friend, at Pine Valley, 
near here. He was within twelve 
days of 70:years old. 

Mr. Miller was stricken while trim- 
ming evergreens on the Baker estate, 
where he was spending the week- 
end, and died a few minutes later, 
despite the efforts of Dr. Judson De- 
land, who was also a guest at the 
Baker home. 

The former Governor, who was the 
father of. Colonel Thomas W. Miller, 
former Alien Property Custodian, ap- 
parently was in good health when he 
left Wilmington on Saturday. Upon 
arising today he told Mr. Baker he 
felt like taking some exercise. Colo- 
nel Baker jokingly replied: 

‘*‘Well, here’s a saw; go trim some 
of the evergreens.’’ 

Mr. Miller smilingly agreed and 
died while in the garden. Dr. Deland 
said death was caused by dilation of 
the heart, probably brought on by 
overexertion. 


Governor for Four Years. 


Mr. Miller, who was Governor of 
Delaware from 1913 to 1917, was 
born in Chester, Pa., on Sept. 30, 
1857. He was graduated from Swarth- 
more College with the degree of’ 
Bachelor of Letters in 1879. Then he 
took a law course at the University 
of Pennsylvania, graduating in 1881. 
He married in 1884 Abigail Morgan 
Woodnutt of Richmond, Ind., who 
survives him, At that time he was 
a member of the Philadelphia bar. 
For the next thirty years or more 
he figured as officer or director in 
various industrial concerns. His chief 
interests were in railways and min- 
ing, gas and electric light and power 
companies in many parts of the 
country. He retired from executive 
work more than fifteen years ago, 
but continued to be a director of sev- 
eral companies. 

Mr. Miller was elected to the Dela- 
ware Senate in 1910 for a term of 
four years, but resigned in the Sum- 
mer of 1912 to accept the Republican 
nomination for Governor. He was 
appointed Water Commissioner of 
the City of Wilmington in 1911 but 
resigned after being elected Gover- 
nor. 


His Varied Fields of Activity. 


He was a member of the Executive 
Committee of the Republican Con- 
gressional Committee, also of the 
Executive and Federal Legislative 
Committees of the American Bank- 
ers’ Association, a trustee of Dela- 
ware College and a member of. its 
Finance Committee, Senior Warden 
of Immanuel Episcopal Church of 
Wilmington, and President of the 
Delaware Hospital and of the Dela- 
ware Building and Loan Association. 
Delaware College made him a Doctor 
of Lews in 1917.

' Palestine “Show “Art . and 
__.. Customs of Middle Ages. 


TREASURES AMONG RUBBISH 


Armor, Ornaments and Pottery 
Indicate Invaders’ Daily Life 
Was Like That in Europe. 


SOME ITEMS ON VIEW HERE 


Mackay, Huntington and Pell Gave 
Fund for Work of Only a Month 
Between Acre and Tyre. 


The story of how the Crusaders 
lived has been reconstructed, seven 
centuries later, from objects which 
were picked up at a ruined castle in 
Palestine by an expedition sent out 
by the Metropolitan Museum of Art. 
Some of the relics already have been 
put on exhibition here showing that 
with his mail, crossbow, lamp and 
colored glass windows, the invading 
warrior of the thirteenth century did 
not live differently from his com- 

' fades in Western Europe. 

Half-way between Acre and Tyre, 
and only about six miles from the 
gea, stands the ruined castle. of 
Montfort—a site presumably fortified 
from prehistoric times, .with addi- 
tions by Jewish Kings and Romans. 
It is not known when it was first 
built, but coins dating from Imperial 
Rome have been dug from its keep, 
and bits of sculpture in marble, 
which later unidentified residents 
may have picked up locally and de- 
posited there. 

Then came the Crusaders, and at 
the beginning of the thirteenth cen- 
tury e French built the castle 
along its present lines. Fifteen miles 
away they had built or were build-

Germans Occupy Castle. 


The Germans, the same year, put 
the buildings in order, changed its 
mame to Starkenberg and established 


it as the headquarters, seat of ar- 
chives and treasury of the order in 

e. They had a hard time 
making both ends meet, so prevailed 
upon the Duke of Austria to inter- 
cede with Gregory IX in getting all 
Christians to help the German 
brothers complete their castle and 
maintain it as a work of ‘‘immense 
utility’’ in the crusades. 

In 1266 there was the great siege 
of Montfort by Melek ed Dhahir 
Bibars, when the Order repulsed the 
Sultan, but in 1271 the Saracens 
came again, this time with greater 
engines of war. They worked their 
up to the castle at the rear 

vananer ygs O 4 tunneling, and when 
Grand aster, Jean de Saxe, 
capitulated Sultan Bibars ordered 
the demolition of the works and the 
burning of all wooden structures. 

In the Winter of 1926 a permit was 
Assued by the Department of Antiq- 
uities in Jerusalem to the - Metro- 
politan Museum of Art to allow 2 
survey of what had been for almost 
seven centuries unexplored ruins. 
Bashford Dean, the curator of 
armor, was the moving spirit in the 
enterprise, thinking that many weap- 
ons might be found in and around 
the castle which would throw light. 
on the crusading ages. Funds for 
the work were subscribed by Clar- 
ence H. Mackay, Stephen H. P. Pell, 
Archer M. Huntington and Dr. Dean, 
and W. L. Calver was made field 
director. 


Field Work Lasts a Month. 


Field work began on March 29 and 
continued until April 29, when Major 
P. L. O. Guy, acting director of the 
Department of Antiquities of the 
Government at Palestine, arrived 
and suggested that the remaining 


time at Mr. Calver’s disposal be de- 
voted to straightening up the prem- 
ises, building abutments, &c. On 
May 11 a Government commission 
selected from the findings what it 
wanted for Palestine museums and 

resented representative specimens 
5 the Metropolitan. 

According to Dr. Dean’s report, 
made public yesterday by the mu- 
seum, the exploration turned up 
many things of note. While the arms 
and armor found were.of no great 
value as museum pieces, a clear pic- 
ture of how the crusaders lived in 
Palestine was obtained. 

Of the objects thered, some of 
which are in the Recent Accessions 
room of the museum, and the others 
in museums of Palestine, Dr. Dean 
has made eight classes: architectural 
ornaments, other carvings in stone, 

ttery, arms and armor, various ob- 
sone by metal and wood, glass, tis- 
sues and coins. The specimers were 
obtained in almost every instance in 
the débris removed from the castle; 
the rubbish heap was investigated 
and the bottom of the cisterns. ex: 
plored. No attempt was made to ex- 
cavate cemeteries. 

Noteworthy in the architecture of 
the castle was the evidence found of 
polychrone decoration; in some cases 
the ribs of the arches were painted 
in tempera, with transverse bands 
and running motives. In one. in- 
stance, fleurs-de-lis are represented 
in black against a yellow back- 
ground; in another the effect of por- 
phyry is introduced by aereage | tri- 
angular spots in red on the ribs of 
rough limestone. 

Two blocks of lithographic (appar- 
seats 3 limestone were picked up, one 
evidently the badge of the German 
Rittecorden with a fleur-de-lis, the 
other representing on its main face 
two fishes. Bo likely served as 
molds into which soft material, such 
as leather, could be _ pressed. 
‘broken stone ‘‘wine jar,’’ or pot, was 
also found in the débris of the 
chapel, having three ieopard-shaped 
legs, great carved handles, and orna- 
mented with projecting beads, 
wreaths and fillets. . 


Pottery Fills Forty Baskets. | 

Enough pottery was discovered to 
fill forty baskets, and were placed in 
the hands of the Palestine authorities 
for disposition. Arms included body 
armor, helmets, arrows, spears, 
swords, Gaamers..coope-bows. buckles, 
horse trappings and artillery, ‘most 
of it having been found in one cham- 
ber of the castle. .At one place a

Dr. Dean’s Conclusions. 


“Our examination of Montfort,”’ 
Dr. Dean said, ‘‘is of value as a first 
step in the direction of learning con- 
cretely what manner of people were 
the European hosts of the thirteenth 


century. Our present collection, a>- 
cordingly, sparing as it is, pictures 
their material surroundings and be- 
longings. 

*‘We now know what kind of mail 

they wore, at least, to the size and 
weight of links, finding for the first 
time specimens which may be dated 
with reasonably accuracy—that is to 
say, 1271, or possibly a few decades 
earlier. Our evidence is also final 
that a basinet worn at this time had 
a wide and turned-down brim; also 
that a heaume was borne with a fine- 
ly perforated ventrail. We are fa- 
miliar with the types of arrows which 
the crusader used in his engagements 
and the points of his lances. We re 
now convinced that he used cross- 
bows which in size and mechanism 
“ere not unlike those retained in 
use in Europe even to a relatively 
late date. 
‘We have seen the moulds, finely 
chiseled in stone, into which he 
pressed his straps in decorating his 
belt for sword and dagger, or his 
badges worn as marks of recognition 
We know today many objects asso- 
ciated with the crusader’s daily life-- 
his pottery and glass, his pitchers 
and bowls, his wooden spoons, his 
thimbles and needles, even the kohl- 
stick which he may have presented 
to an ambient friend. 


Details of Crusader’s Life. 


*‘We have seen his tent peg carved 
with heraldic bearings, which his peo- 
ple hammered into the ground, prob- 
ably with the type of heavy hammer 
which here turned up, and carved 
possibly with the very chisels; or the 
rings to which he tethered his steed, 
and how they were fastened to the 
wall. We may even picture him car- 
rying his pottery lamp, long beaked, 
green enameled, as he picked his way 
up the steep stairs, or may see his 
outline and the sheen of his mail bv 
the light of transparent glass lamps 
swinging from the ceiling by chains 
attached to handles of cobalt blue 
glass. We know even definitely what 
buckles he wore in his costume, and 
we can suggest what manner of 
bronze bosset touched his hand when 
he held his stallion’s bit. 

“The outstanding feature in the 
present study is the evidence that 
the knights of Montfort were living 
not under conditions of stress or 
mas rs but on very much the same 
material level which they would have 
occupied in Western Europe. The 
objects about them were of similar 


‘| quality, and the luxury in camp in 


Palestine would scarcely be less than 
among the besiegers of Peronne or 
of Carcassonne.’’

EXPERTS MAY URGE 


ONE PENSION FUND 


Merging All of Various _ 
City Agencies. 


WITH UNIFORM : PAYMENTS 


Committee’s Plan Almost Ready— 
Said to Have Found Only 
4 of 11 Funds Sound. 


A committee of experts, headed by 
Edmund P. Holahan, Actuary Audi- 
tor in charge of the Pension Division, 
Department. of .Finance, which has 
been studying the eleven city pension 
and retirement systems since the 
first of the year, has practically com- 
pleted its survey and is about to sub- 
mit its report to Controller Berry, 
who in turn will render a report to 
the Board of Estimate. 

It was learned yesterday that the 
committee’s report in all probability 
will recommend that all existing sys- 
tems be reorganized into one general 
Fension system'‘under the control of 
the Board of Estimate through a 
Board of Pensions. The committee 
has worked out a detailed plan to 
accomplish this, it is understood, 
providing for a universal system for 
all the 110,000 city employes as. to 
the rate of annual payments by in- 
dividuals into the pension fund, 
which are to be matched dollar for 
dcllar in contributions: by the city. 
Its plan is designed to place the en- 
tire system upon a sound actuarial 
and economic basis. whereas only 
four of the eleven existing funds 
have received the unqualified en- 
dorsement of the committee as to 
their soundness. It is also meant to 
put all the city employes upon an 


equal footing as to obligations and 
benefits under the pension system. 


Says Report Is Almost Ready. 
Mr. Holahan confirmed the news 
that his committee was about to sub- 
mit its report to the Controller, but 
declined to discuss the report regard- 
ing its recommendations. 
“The committee was appointed by 


the Controller early this year,’’ he 
said. ‘‘We have held many meetings 
and have discussed all the different 
pension systems and many suggest- 
ed plans. We have endeavored to 
meet the Controller’s idea for the 
evolution of a pension system that 
would require everybody. to pay the 
same amount of money, and that 
would be absolutely sound in every 
respect. We.have about completed 
our work, and expect to submit our 
report to the Controller in a few 
days.’’ 

Controller Berry is expected to stib- 
mit ‘his report to the ird of Esti- 
mate at the meeting of that body 
on Sept. 29, when it will resume its 
deliberations after the Summer vaca- 
tion, or at a meeting in the very 
near future. 

The reports are awaited with keen 
interest, especially with respect -to 
what the universal rate of Rigert eka 
will be, At present the rates vary 
all the way from nothing at all to 
7 per cent. or more of the annual 
salary. The firemen pay nothing and 
the policemen pay only 2 per cent. 
of their salaries, the original theory 
having been that the hazardous 
nature of their occupations entitled 
them to special consideration. 


Opposition Is Expected. 


Opposition to the universal rate 
idea is expected from members of 
the funds in which the rates are 
lower than the proposed universal 


rate would be. “Further opposition 
to the general pension system plan 
is looked for from some of the ex- 
isting organizations which are in 
an especially good financial position, 
and which have built up large re- 
serves, which they might not wish 
to pool with the meagre resources 
or the deficits of those funds which 
are now on the rocks financially. The 
Teachers’ Retirement Fund, for ex- 
ample, has a reserve fund of $30,- 
000,000 in securities, and the New 
York City Emploves’s Retirement 
Fund has $22.000,000. 

The four funds which have re- 
ceived the committee’s O. K. as be- 
ing on a sound actuarial basis all 
have built up healthy reserves. Be- 
sides the teachers and city employes’ 
funds, this quartet includes the Hun- 
ter College Retirement Fund and the 
Board of Education Retirement 
Fund. 

The other seven are the Police Pen- 
sion Fund, the Fire Department Re- 
lief- Fund, the Street Cleaning Pen- 
sion Fund, the Health Department 
Pension Fund, the Sypreme Court, 
Appellate Division, First Department 
Fund, the Court of General Sessions 
Retirement Fund and the Kings 
County Retirement Fund. 

Despite the expected. opposition 
from members of some of these 
funds, it is explained that other 
members of those funds may favor 
the new plan on the ground that the 
greater obligation imposed by a 
higher rate of payment will be more 
than, compensated for by the in- 
creased: financial stability of the pro- 

sed new system. In other words, 
t-is held, putting the whole pension 
system on a sound actuarial basis 
would give every city employe the 
surety that he would actually receive 
his pension when the time came, and 
would end the worries of those who 
belong to funds which are financially 
shaky. ;

Aged Mother of Admiral 
Overcome in Washington 
Rest Home. 


WRONG LIGHT KEY TURNED 


Both Gas and Electric Lights Were 
on the Same Bracket in — 
Her Room.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Over- 
come by fumes from escaping gas, 
Mrs. Mary Josephine Latimer, 82 
years old, mother of Rear Admiral 
Julian L. Latimer, who was until 
recently in command of the Ameri- 
can naval forces in Nicaragua, died 
this morning of gas poisoning. 

Mrs. Latimer is believed to have 
inadvertently turned on the jet on 
retiring Saturday night. Coroner 
Nevitt, who issued a certificate of 
accidental death, pointed out that 
both gas and electric lights in the 
room are attached to the same fix- 
ture and the mistake might easily 
have been made. 

The tragedy occurred in a_ bed- 
room at Miss Addie M. Barton’s rest 
home at 3,244 Thirty-eighth Street, 
Northwest. Attracted by the fumes, 
Miss Addie Barton entered the room 
this morning ‘and found Mrs. Lati- 
mer prostrated. Dr. William W. 
Sprigg of 2,244 Wyoming Avenue, 

orthwest, was summoned and pro- 
nounced Mrs. Latimer dead. 

Born in Shepherdstown, W. Va., 
Mrs. Latimer came to :Washington 
with her husband, Thomas Wilbur 
Latimer, thirty years ago. She was 
formerly Miss y Quigley. Funeral 
arrangements are not yet completed, 
but the body will be taken to Shep- 
herdstown for burial. 

Mrs. Latimer is survived by four 
children. They are Rear Admiral 
Latimer, J; Wilmer Latimer, Wash- 
ington attorney and former Judge of 
the Juvenile Court; Mrs. Richard 
Snowden and Miss Louise Latimer, 
authoress and biographer.

MILK INQUIRY TODAY 


Pecora Asserts He Will Call a 
Dozen Witnesses at the 
First Session. 


KELBY’S AIDE TO HELP HIM 


Early Testimony Will Affect Only 
Minor Attaches of Health 
- Department. 


The. John’ Doe inquiry into the 
charges of milk graft in New York 
County, gathered by former Justice 
Charles H.-Kelby; appointee of May- 
or Walker, will open this morning in 
the Criminal Courts Building with 
Supreme Court Justice Arthur S. 
Tompkins of Nyack presiding as the 
committing magistrate. 

Justice Tompkins, a Republican, is 
to sit at the inquiry on the invitation 
of District Attorney Joab H. Banton, 
who has announced that approxi- 
mately ninety cases of alleged graft 
will be presented by his’ chief as- 
sistant, Ferdinand Peecora. Justice 
Tompkins will pass upon the suffi- 
ciency of the evidence gathered by 
former Justice Kelby. He can either 
hold a defendant for the Grand Jury 
or .dismiss the charges. Several 
cases said.to involve lawyers ‘will 
probably be presented to the Grand 
Jury direct when the John Doe in- 
quiry is concluded. 

The inquiry will be concerned pri- 
marily with the evidence of criminal 
offenses in connection with the in- 
spection, distribution and sale of 
milk, cream, butter, cheese and oth- 
er dairy products obtained by. Justice 
Kelby ‘and Major Ralph Helmstreet, 
his assistant. It has been understood 
that Justice. Kelby- had uncovered 
evidence of ninety-six separate crim- 
inal offenses and that nearly all of 
these would be presented before Jus- 
tice Tompkins. 

Mr. Pecora said last night that he 
was prepared for the start of the 
inquiry, which he said would give an 
opportunity for public airing of the 
graft charges, whereas direct Grand 
Jury proceedings would have been 
secret. Mr. Pecora said that he ex- 
pected to call about ten or twelve 
witnesses today to testify to alleged 
wrongdoing on the part of minor 
Health Department employes. 

The Chief Assistant District At- 
torney said that Major Hemstreet 
had accepted an invitation to be 
present at the inquiry session to help 
in the presentation of the evidence 
which he and Justice Kelby gath- 
ered. Mr. Pecora said he was not 
certain whether Justice Kelby would 
be present. 

r. Pecora has been engaged for 
weeks in sifting the evidence .gath- 
ered by Justice Kelby, which was 
contained in the voluminous report 
he made of his investigation. Dur- 
ing the past week numerous sub- 
poenas have been served on persons 
who testified before Justice Kelby 
and Major Hemstreet. Mr. Pecora 
said that the testimony at today’s 
session was not likely to involve any 
but minor. attachés of the Health 
Department. 

The per est will be open to the 
press and the public. The hearings 
will probably be held in the room of 
the Criminal Branch of the Supreme 
Court in the Criminal Courts Build- 
ing. Mr. Banton has announced that 
while the inquiry will be ‘‘broad and 
thorough,’’ it is probable that it will 
be completed in two weeks. 


DENIES ADVOCACY 
OF NULLIFICATION 


Justice Thompson Says Wrong 
Impression Was Gained of 


His Chicago Address.

CHICAGO, Sept. 18.—Declaring that 
published reports of an address he 
made before the Chicago Bar Asso- 
ciation and _the Illinois Society of 
Sons of the. American Revolution on 
Friday pictured him as a. nullifica- 
tionist, Justice Floyd E. Thompson of 
the Illinois Supreme Court.today. set 
forth that nothing could be further 
from the fact. He said that while he 
cited in his address past acts of nul- 
lification, he ‘did not rom Ns ap- 
proval of them and certainly did not 
even suggest nullification now. 

“‘After. seventeen years of. public 
service characterized by law enforce- 
ment,’’ Justice Thompson said at 
Rock. Island today, “and a. like 
period of service on the public plat- 
form preaching law observance and 
reverence, it is certainly dishearten- 
ing to awak to find yourself pic-’ 
tured as a nullificationist. 

“In my Constitution Day address 
I alluded to four instances in which 
large groups of our citizens refused 
to respect certain sections of our 
Constitution and that in at least two 
instances there has been effective 
nullification. 

“T did not approve these past acts 
and I certainly ‘did not even suggest 
nullification of other provisions. My 
point was, first, that nullification of 
one piece of legislation did not neces- 
sarily evidence disrespect for our 
Constitution and that we need not be 
unduly alarmed because~ all our 
people do not at once respect every 
provision of it; and, second, that we 
should take warning from the fact 
that nullification has heretofore oc- 
curred and should be exceedingly 
cautious.in making other additions to 
our basic law, lest general lawless- 
ness result. 

“The unfortunate impression gain- 
ed from the press report came from 
the lifting of a few sentences out of 
the 5,000-word address without re- 
gard tot hec ontext, giving these sen- 
tences an interpretation never in- 
tended. 

“Unquestionably it is the right of 
every citizen to vigorously advocate a

Dr. John Roach Straton, pastor of 
the Calvary Baptist Church, in his 
evening sermon yesterday attacked 
the newly formed Men’s Church 
League, an _ interdenominational

“old fashioned’’ evangelism and link- 
ing it with the recent Interchurch 

orld Movement in trying to substi- 
tute ‘‘man-made machinery’’ for 
“‘the Bible's method of work.’”’ 

The Men’s Church League was re- 
organized only last Thursday and of- 
ficers were elected to conduct a cam- 
paige: to ‘gee 1,000,000 laymen in 

he United States and Canada to win 
at least one new member each every 
year ‘‘until the whole world is evan- 
gelized.’’ 

Dr. Straton read into the renewed 
activity of the organization a move 
on the part of the Federal Council 
of Churches of Christ in America to 
redeem its ‘‘failure’’ in social service 
and industrial work by forsaking 
those fields and concentrating on a 
campaign of “individual evangel- 
ism.’’ He declared that ‘‘the dab- 
bling of preachers with radical ten- 
dencies and Bolshevist pathies in 
labor disputes and eir tirades 
against capital on the one hand and 
their maudlin sentimentality toward 
labor on the other have met with se- 
vere rebuff in influential quarters.”’ 

“I am confident,’’ said Dr. Straton, 
“that when some of the réal old- 
fashioried: believers who’ have been 
caught by this new movement—both 
laymen and preachers—find out what 
it actually is and where it is head- 
ing up, they will abandon it and get 
into some other movemient for Chris- 
tion unity and for the salvation of 
souls that is nearer the Bible stand- 
ard. The pity is, however, that these 
good and true men should be deluded 
even for a season by the ‘ignis fatu- 
ous’ of another man- , earth- 
born instead of God-inspired move- 
ment on the part of the Protestant 
churches.

LARGE SHARE TO THIS STATE 


New _ Jersey = and Pennsylvania 
Would Benefit Materially 
by the Fund.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 18.—A cam- 
paign to have most of the $417,000,- 
000 which France owes the United 
States for materials purchased after 
the armistice allocated to the indi- 
vidual States for: the construction of 
World War memorial highways will 
be ‘carried to Congress by the Amer- 
ican Motorists’ Association, it’ was 
announced here today by officials of 
the Keystone Motorists’ Association. 
Under the plan New York would. re- 
ceive $97,352,820, New Jersey $12;884,- 
900 and Pennsylvania $41,283,000. 

The movement will be directed by 
J. B. Weeks, who is head of both the 
Keystone and the American ‘Motor- 
ists’ Association. He explained that 
90 per cent. of the total sum owed 
for ‘post-war materials would . be 
sought, and that the plan was to 
pro-rate the sum according to the 
amounts of Liberty bonds purchased 
by the populations of the States. 

It will be urged that the remaining 
10 per cent. be utilized in ‘the build- 
ing of permanent roads radiating 
from different sections of the country 
and leading to the national capital. 

Mr. Weeks said the association be- 
lieved that both safety and prosperity 
would be promoted by putting road 
building on a. par with other major 
activities of the country. It was 
time, he said, to.stop the economic 
waste resulting from the operation of 
billions -of dollars” worth of prac- 
tically 100 per cent. efficient motor 


vehicles over roads that caused an 


automobile deterioration of 40 per 
cent. 


“Stupendous Economic Error.’’ 

“The main benefit accruing to us 
from our participation in the World 
War, in addition to the quick ending 
of the war, was the impetus thus 
given to the improvement of. high- 
ways, but in failing to properly. cap- 
italize this asset we have committed 
the stupendous economic error of the 
age,’”’ said Dr. S. M. Johnson, Chair- 
man of the Good Roads Board of the 
Keystone Association. 

“It is too late to correct what has 
already been done,’’ he continued, 
“yet it is a fact that some of the 
$400,000,000 worth of road materials 
which the United States sold in 
France for 20 cents on the dollar 
was resold to syndicates which resold 
the same at pyramided prices in Chi- 
cago, New Orleans and elsewhere— 
equipment which we should have had 
for nothing. Some of it was used to 
build and repair roads in France.

Dr. Moldenhawer Preaches His 
Opening Sérmon as Minister 
at First. Presbyterian. 


‘GETS FOSDICK'S OLD POST 


‘Declares ~~ Religious Experience 
' Meatis Progress in Questions 
of Right and Wrong. 


~ It is not so easy for a man to: be- 
“gin again after he has ‘‘passed the 
meridian of youth,;”’? the Rev. Dr. J. 
Valdimar Moldenhawer declared yes- 
‘tterday morning in his first sermon 
as one of the three ministers of the 
First Presbyterian Church, Fifth 
Avenue and Eleventh Street. 

Dr. Moldenhawer, who is in his 
fifty-first year, a week ago yesterday 
preached his farewell sermon as pas- 

r of the Westminster Presbyterian 
Church, Albany, where he had served 
for the last twenty-three years. He 
received a unanimous call here April 
20 last and accepted shortly after. 
He takes the place on the staff which 
has been vacant since the Rev. Dr. 
Harry Emerson Fosdick, Baptist, 
was forced out more than two years 
‘ago by the Presbyterian General As- 
‘sembly because he refused its invita- 
‘tion to enter that denomination. Dr. 
Fosdick is now pastor of the Park 
‘Avenue Baptist Church, at Sixty- 
‘fourth Street. : 

Dr. Moldenhawer, who will be for- 
mally installed as ‘‘collegiate’’ pastor 
of the First Church in the near fu- 
ture by the Presbytery of New York, 
“was presented to the as tes a 
by the Rev. Dr. George Alexander, 
pastor of the church, who next 
month will be 84 years old. 

“It is with very deep interest that 
Dr. Moldenhower begins today his 
ministry in this church,’’ said the 
pastor. ‘‘Within the past week he 
parted with a people he has served 
for more than a score of years. Sure- 
ly you will not let him feel that he 
comes to a people unresponsive. It 
will be your pleasure to receive his 
message.”’ 

“Beginning again is not so easy 
after one has passed the meridian 
of youth,” said Dr. Moldenhawer. ‘“‘I 
have been most happy for many 
years in my associations with New 
York men and especially ministers 
of New York. I should like to be 
sure—and I think I will be—that sup- 
port far greater than I have the 
right to claim will be mine and that 
association based on our common 
love for the Lord Jesus Christ is as- 
sured. 

“It is because I feel this way that 
I am going to say some of the things 
to you that I said last Sunday to my 
people in Albany. It is only as the 
years go that there come to some of 
us the assurance which makes it pos- 
sible for us to talk about a ‘religious 
experience.’ Life may be called a 
successive opening of eyes and ears. 
Our religious experience may be a 
process of ‘thinking things through.’ 
One of the most pathetic things 
about the youth of today is that they 
have got to face the problems that 
we settled many years ago. 

“If religious experience means any- 
thing at all, it means the progress of 
our minds in settling questions of 
right and wrong. There is not a man 
here who does not know what it is 
to have flown once in the face of 
what he knew was right. He has had 
altogether too much experience in 
doing that which is not the will of 


URGES CHURCH ATTENDANCE 


Dr. Silver Deplores ingratitude of 
Prosperous Millions. 


The Rev. Dr. H. Percy Silver, who 
preached yesterday at the Protestant

Attacking the speed of American 
life, the Rev. Dr, Charles R. Brown, 
Dean of Yale Divinity School, de- 
clared that Americans need to know 
themselves better and to ascertain 
whether the things they are doing 
are worth doing, in his sermon yes- 
terday morning at the Collegiate Re- 


formed Church of St. Nicholas, Fifth 
Avenue and Forty-eighth Street. 

Although he listed action as one of 
the primary bases of spiritual con- 
tentment, Dean Brown emphasized 
the fact that action should be 
“righteous.”’ 

“There are many men and women 
in America who are mentally and 
spiritually out of breath, as the result 
of our great obsession for speed,’’ he 
said. ‘‘We boast that we can go 
from New York to Chicago in 
eighteen hours by rail, and in six 
hours = air. ut what does it 
mean? ill we be any more worthy 
when we get to Chicago than our 
forefathers were after they had 
taken weeks for the same trip? 

“Soon we may fly to Europe in a 
day. Lindbergh did it. Our liners 
cross the ocean in six days now. It 
took Columbus months to cross the 
same ocean. If we are able to reach 
Europe in a day will we help Europe 
any more because of it? We must 
make the things we do, worth 
doing.”’ 

There are three things which aid 
men in gaining the peace which 
Christ willed to him, he declared. 
The first is a just sense of compara- 
tive values; the second, ‘right 
action,’’ and the third the proper re- 
lationship between the individual’s 
inner and outer self. 


SAYS RELIGION SHOWS 
BETTER WAY OF LIVING 


The Rev. Von Ogden Vogt Asserts 
It Has Always Been the 
Illamination of Conduct. 


The Rev. Von Ogden Vogt of Chi- 
cago was in the pulpit at All Souls’ 
Unitarian Church, Fourth Avenue at 
Twentieth Street, yesterday morn- 
ing, and spoke on the religionist’s 
conception of God. 

“Tt wish we could get out of the 
notion that one can or cannot be- 
lieve in God,’’ he said. ‘‘I mean by 
God not any article of faith, but the 
whole thing in which we live and 
move and have our being.

AS A DIVINE POWER 


The Rev. M. J. Scott Says They 
Do Not Imply a Violation 
of Nature’s Laws. ° 


CALLS EVOLUTION A THEORY 


What Is Proclaimed as Fact in One 
Decade Is Ridiculed in Another, 
He Declares. 


Preaching on ‘‘Miracles’’ yester- 
day, at high mass in the Roman 
Catholic Church of St. Francis 
Xavier, Sixteenth Street, between 
Fifth and Sixth Avenues, the Rev. 
Martin J. Scott upheld the. biblical 
miracles and attacked evolution as 


at best only a theory. He said: 
‘*Miracles are the sign-language of 
God. A miracle performed in cor- 
roboration of a claim means God’s 
witness to the truth of the claim. 
A miracle in behalf of a doctrine is 
God’s evidence for the doctrine. 
Hence Christ appealed to miracles 
in substantiation of His divine mis- 
sion. ‘If you do not believe Me, 
at least believe the works which I 
do in the name of My Father, they 
give testimony of Me.’ : 
“A miracle does not imply viola- 
tion of nature’s laws. Even if it 
did the Maker of nature’s law has 
not ceased to be Master of them. 
If the Creator could: not modify a 
law of nature He would be a subject 
of creation, not its Lord. But in 
reality a miracle does not imply a 
violation of nature’s laws, but only 
@ special application of them by One 
Who understands and controls them. 


Proof of Divine Power. 


*‘Marconi by his knowledge of 
subtle forces of nature can send a 
message around the globe in a few 
seconds, which in former generations 
would take a few years. The Creator, 
by His knowledge of nature and His 
omnipotence, can effect instantly a 
eure which ordinarily would take 


months or years. Marconi produces 
his marvelous achievements, not by 
violation of nature’s laws, but by the 
special application of nature’s forces 
to a particular end. And so the 
Creator, in the case of a miracle, vio- 
lates no law, but only applies natural 
forces in a manner and degree pos- 
sible to Himself alone. 

“This it is that gives miracles their 
value as evidence for truth. Since a 
miracle is possible to divine power 
alone, it means divine approval of 
what it is performed for. God can 
not approve of error. Hence a 
miracle can not be performed in sup- 
port of error. en, therefore, 
Christ pointed to His miracles as 
corroboration of His doctrine, He 
was giving the best possible proof of 
His claims. That is why miracles 
are denied by those who do not wish 
to accept His divine claims. Accept- 
ing His miracles means accepting 
Him and His code of morals. 

“The gospel is the best authenti- 
cated document of history. As a 
historical record it gives the miracles 
of Christ. A miracle is an external 
fect and can be verified as any other 
act. 


Evolution Only a Theory. 


“Not even the Jews questioned the 
fact of Christ’s miracles. They were 
in a better position to judge of them 
than modern critics. They were the 
most sceptical observers conceivable, 
yet they did not deny the fact of 
Christ’s miracles. 

‘*Evolution at best is a theory only. 
The descent of man from a lower 
animal has no evidence to corrobo- 
rate it. The man-monkey theory is 
now abandoned for one of remoter 
ancestry for both. When one theory 
breaks down another begins. And 
so it goes on, one theory following 
another, each one sure until upset by 
a successor. What is proclaimed as 
fact in one decade is ridiculed the 
next. And yet some people are 
amazed that Christians will not re- 
nounce the Gospel, divinely attested, 
for the preachments of theorists who 
dethrone one another in rapid suc- 
cession.”’ 


YOUTHS URGED TO AVOID SIN 


Rev. J. M. J. Quinn Calls on Them 
to Adhere to Principles of Church. 


The Rev. John M. J. Quinn spoke 
yesterday at St. Patrick’s Catholic 
Cathedral of the necessity of the

“As in the case of the scripture 
lesson in which Jesus follqgwed the 
bier of the dead young man whose 
mother entreated Him to bring the 
dead youth back to life, Jesus says 
to the youth of today, ‘Young man, I 
say to thee, arise.’

But Dr. D. W. Wylie Believes 
the Individual Should Do 
Good After His Own Mind. 


CALLS THE PAST A FORCE 


rare | ‘Says Conflict Being Waged 
in Church Now Will Lead 
to a Strong Union. 


‘All of us are in great need of di- 
rection in life,’’ said the Rev. Dr. 
Dwight Witherspoon Wylie yester- 
day morning in his sermon reopen- 
ing for the year the Central Presby- 
terian Church, Madison Avenue at 
Fifty-seventh Street. 

‘Some of us,’’ he said, ‘‘are not 
even able to find our job in the 
world. We are feeling our way 
through life. We are wandering, try- 
ing to find a way to fulfill the pur- 
pose of God. We need direction if 
we are to arrive somewhere.”’ 

Dr. Wylie declared that one of the 
problems facing us today is the ques- 
tion of exactly where to draw the 
line in our reliance upon the direc- 
tion of others. 

“In our own time,’’ he asserted, 
‘‘the question comes of just how far 
are we going to accept the goodness 
invented by others and just where 
does our own initiative begin. It is 
strange that the things God protects 
us from are very often the things 
people would have us do. Many con- 
flicts in life come when we try to 
do a goodness invented by another 
and not conceived by ourselves. Man 
has no business to believe anything 
he does not have to believe.”’ 

Those who belittle the past were 
sharply criticized by Dr. Wylie, who 
said that ‘‘today we try to discredit 
and fossilize it. 

“In the present age,” he added, 
‘‘we consent to talk of the past as a 
fact but not as a force. We fail to 
see the influence the past has had 
upon the present age. Although we 
refuse to recognize the past as a 
force, we are prone to talk of our 
own experiences in the present, and 
yet is not experience history?”’ 

Dr. Wylie also expressed the _be- 
lief that the conflict being waged in 
religion today would eventually have 
a salutary effect upon the body of 
the church. He asserted that it 
would lead to a strong church union, 
just as the early struggles among 
the American Colonies paved the 
wav for a United States. 

“The waters of healing,’’ he re- 
marked, ‘‘are often found in troubled 
pools.’’

Dr. Steimle Sees Lesson in Wide

The Rev. Dr. Augustus Steimle,

Not poked 
rector can be trusted to tell the trut 
about his parish or his flock. 

‘“‘People always like to think that 
their cause is successful. Therefore 
it is always well to take with a grain 
of salt almost all stories of spiritual 
cures, religious conversions, the suc- 
cess of ecclesiastical movements, 
Most of us can remember many in- 
stances in which we have stretched 
the truth, to say the least. So, too, 
in situations where we have a 
strongly personal interest at stake, 
grievances and bitter feelings of 
env’ or injured pride tend to dimin- 
ish our veracity. 

“It is a constant temptation with 
all of us to tidy up reality into what 
w~ think such reality—whether God's 
will or the facts of history or the 
sequences of nature—ought to be. 

“Christians above all men should 
be zealous in adhering to the truth, 
for they are members one of an- 
other, and a healthy community life 
depends upon mutual fidelity and 
veracity. We should be scrupulously 
honest in all that w. write or say.”’ 


COLGATE PRESIDENT 
URGES US TO THINK 


Most Americans Are Lacking in 
Mentul Initiative, Says 
Dr. Cutten. 





Nine-tenths of the people of this 
country are not capable of thinking 
for themselves, said the Rev. Dr. 
George B. Cutten, President of Col- 
gate University, during his sermon 
yesterday morning in the Park Ave- 
nue Baptist Church.

Quoting the address 
of County Judge Alonzo G. Mc- 
Laughlin to the Kings County Grand 
Jury the other day, when he said 
that most modern criminals were 
young and that social clubs for boys 
were doing good work to keep down 
outhful crime, Mr. Jones remarked 
t Judge McLaughlin had said 
nothing about the churches. 

“Social agencies, clubs, &c., are 
doing very valuable work for social 
ends,’ the minister went on, ‘‘but 
they are not seceerecee: to cure sin 
—the root of crime. he Church 
seems these days to be powerless to 
do its work because the social clubs 
claim the attention of both boys and 
men; it is much pleasanter to be 
amused than to be told you are sin- 
ning. If we can but keep on the bor- 
der line, we need fear no punish- 
ment, for the State only punishes 
crime and she does not attempt to 
eradicate its cause. May we not con- 
clude that some of the crime may be 
the result of failure to attend church 
regularly? Churchgoing may not be 
really indicative of great religion, 
but it is a rather good thermometer 
of the religious inclinations.

I plead, then, for the 
old habit of showing yourselves to 
the priests for our educational, pol- 
itical, commercial and social leaders 
in order that our youth may follow 
their examples and so begin the cure 
of crime by being cleansed from the 
leprosy of sin.’’

Street on Saturday evening was 
caused by the gilbertsullivans salut- 
ing the new Winthrop Ames revival 
of “The Mikado’’ at the Royale 
Theatre. After Mr. Ames’s superb 
direction of ‘‘Iolanthe’’ and ‘‘The 
Pirates of Penzance’’ most of the 


gilbertsullivans were very willing to 
check their purple critical robes 
along with their hats.and accept what 

e great maestro had to offer. 

e offered an extraordinarily beau- 
tiful production, instinct with grace 
and lovelin gloriously sung and 

. As the nonsensical 
e tic Titipuians pat- 
tered along through quandaries of 
high execution and ingenious combi- 
nations of sentiment, the gay light- 
ness of the humor did seem distress- 
ingly lacking. Although Sullivan was 
appreciatively sung, Gilbert seemed 
labored in the acting or perhaps re- 
strained by the elaborateness of the 
production. But without the critical 
robe, of course, it was impossible to 
be sure. Moreover, some of Mr. 
Ames’s devices for underscoring the 
mad gayety of the lyrics distressed 
the most captious of the gilbertsulli- 
vans, who cannot endure a third hand 
caressing the genius of the immortal 
pair. One felt the grave, inconsol- 
able reproaches of such die-hards de- 
vitalizing the air by which the mod- 
erns live. One knew that the inter- 
polation of ‘‘prohibitionist’’ in Ko- 
Ko’s ominous list, that several altera- 
tions in the libretto and superfluous 
jumeing Jacks behind the Mikado 
imself were presumptuous sacrilege, 
deserving of ‘‘some As 
by way of punishment. 
the criti robe it was impossible 
to be certain of anything. 

If one were willing to follow Mr. 
Ames’s direction, as nearly every- 
body has, one forgave the effort of 
the humor in the interests of lovel 
singing and orchestra accompani- 
ments, of charming chorus move 
ments with few embroideries in 
rhythm, of magic promenades with 
lighted lanterns—of vocal and scenic 
beauty so delicate that it was affect- 
ing quite apart from the opera. One 
was willing to believe that no ‘‘Mi- 
kado”’ has been so well sung since 
the early nineteenth century, and 
none so beautifully staged since the 
Norman conquest. After the final 
curtain at 11:15 no one moved until 
Mr. Ames had been summoned to the 
stage with his assistants—Sepp Mor- 
scher, conductor; Raymond Sovey, 
author of the settings and costumes, 
and Michito Ito, director of the 
dances. 

With the assistance of what is now 
virtually a repertory company, Mr.

An ingeniously contrived and mag- 
nificently photographed production, 
with the contrasting backgrounds of 
life under a circus tent and that in 
the palace of a mythical kingdom, 
has been wrought by Henry King out 
of Rudolph Lother’s novel, ‘‘King 
Harlequin,’’ which for reasons best 
known to Samuel Goldwyn, the pro- 
ducer, comes to the Rialto Theatre 
screen as ‘‘The Magic Flame.’’ In 
this film it falls to Ronald Colman’s 
lot to impersonate both a sympa- 
thetic clown and a rascally prince, 
while Vilma Banky, the lovely Hun- 
garian actress, plays the part of a 
stellar trapeze performer with the 
wagon show; she is adored by the 
humble follower of Grimaldi and she 
also attracts the vagrant eye of the 
heir to Illyria’s throne. 

Mr. King has pictured the various 
incidents of this story in an imagi- 
native fashion and his introduction 
of the Clown, Tito, is excellent. At 
first the features of Roland Colman 
are hidden under putty and grease- 
paint, but this Clown sits at a mir- 
ror and gradually wipes off the dis- 
guise until the well-known phy- 
| siognomy of the popular player is re- 
vealed. 

It is, of course, a highly romantic 
affair, but the scenes in the circus 
are brilliantly filmed. After an ex- 
citing happening, Mr. King turns his 
camera to the unperturbed counte- 
nance of the circus band leader. 
This director has also accomplished 
remarkable effects by soft shadows 
and the close-ups of both Mr. Col- 
man and Miss Banky fit in nicely 
with the action of the narrative. 

The comedy in the circus scenes 
is very well done, for although some 
of the tricks are ancient they belong 
to this type of show. .There is the 
strong man who awes the audience 
with his lifting of ob ye, bang weights 
and then there is the clown and his 
absurdities. 

Tito and the prince resemble each 
other like the proverbial two peas. 
The Prince’s father dies, and after 
the heir apparent, like Humpty 
Dumpty, is beyond picking up by all 
the king’s horses and all the king’s 
men, Tito finds himself bound to 
accompany Illyria’s noblemen to the 
royal e or be arrested for the 
murder of the Prince. The beautiful 
trapeze artist suspects foul play and 
as she hears that the Prince is safe 
she believes that Tito has been slain. 
Therefore with a pistol concealed in 
a bouquet of flowers, she goes forth 
to put a bullet through the new King. 
_ Throughout this good-natured and 
interesting romance there are some 
joyous situations. At first one is 
impelled to regret Mr. King’s permit- 
ting the trapeze artist to leap out of 
a window, but when she happily 
saves herself by clinging to a tree 
one realizes that it is her circus 
stunts that serve her in good stead. 
The way in which Tito gets away 
from the palace is artfully arranged, 
for the Chancellor, who might have 
killed Tito (as the King), discovers 
that it is unnecessary. When the 
Chancellor informs the clown that he 
(Tito) must be apprehended for the 
slaying of the King Tito cooly tells 
that official that he will have a hard 
time proving that he (Tito) is not the 
King. 

Mr. Colman fills the dual réle with 
much artistry. His mustache is 
longer and neatly curled as the 
Prince. This Prince also wears a 
monocle. The clown has put a faint 
suggestion of a mustache and his 
face does not appear to be as well 
nourished as that of the Prince. 
Miss Banky is attractive enough as 
the circus performer, but after the 
Chancellor has bought her one of 
Illyria’s latest creations, she is stun- 
ning. Miss Banky also delivers a 
competent performance. Gustav von 
i adi is splendid as the Chan- 
cellor.

Mr. Tuttle in striving to squeeze as 
much comedy as possible from the 
intrusion of Miss Farrell into the 
home of John Bruce fails in anything 
but purely surface humor, because it 
is so evident that Bruce is trying to 
avoid setting his eyes on Rita. There 
are a number of other cases where 
the players have to be blind to any- 
thing one would ordinarily see. 

The loudest laughter yesterday af- 
ternoon in the theatre was not 
caused by anything that happened on 
the screen, but by a man in the audi- 
ence who sneezed with full force, and 
this happened during a quiescent 
stage of the picture.

DROWNS IN SWIM FOR HAT. 


Brooklyn Man Sinks in East River 
After Recovering It. 


Clarence Willis, 26 years old, an 
employe of the National Credit 
Office, who lived in Bergen Street, 
Brooklyn, was drowned late yester- 
da: ternoon after he had dived 
into the East River to recover his 
hat..

ITALY’S FINANCES IMPROVE. 


Government Succeeds in Reducing 
Unfavorable Trade Balance. 


ROME, Sept. 18 ).—A determined 
attempt by the Fascist government 
to reduce the unfavorable trade bal- 


ance has met with success, accord- 
ing to figures made available today 
through the _ semi-official Stefani 
News Agency. 

While Italy’s trade balance on Aug. 
31 still showed a deficit of 4,331,008,- 
001 lire, it marks a _ reduction of 
2,487,000,000 from Aug. 31, 1926, when 
the figures were 6,818,407,946 lire. 
(A lira at the present rate of ex- 
change is about 5.5 cents.) 

Imports in August last amounted to 
1,241,145,079 lire as compared to 
2,008,874,409 in August, 1926. 

Exports in the same period were 
valued at 1,091,902,3875 as against 
1,689,305,715. 

In the first eight months of 1927 
imports amounted to 14,543,492,219 
lire and exports 10,212,484,218 lire. 
This compares with 18,312,985,849 lire 
and 11,494,577,903 lire respectively for 
the same period last year.

versity of Arkansas College of Agri- 
culture.

It is 
a concentrated product from yeast, 
prepared under Dr. Sure’s direction 
by a commercial laboratory. 

It is. quite ssible, Dr. Sure de- 
clares, that a e proportion of the 
infant mortalit y associated with gas- 
tro-intestinal disturbances during the 
first year of life is due to Vitamin B 
deficiencies. 

“Such vitamin deficiencies may be 
brought about by the character of 
the American diet, which is com- 
posed largely of degerminated 
cereals, su and meat, and in ad- 
dition “by e psychiological inability 
of the nursing mother to secrete her 
daily Vitamin B intake quantitatively 
and rapidly into the milk which is 
indispensible for frequent nutrition 
and welfare,’’ Dr. Sure said.

| DUE NEW YORK REMITTANCES 


London Believes Our Purchase of 
Exchange Is to Transfer Proceeds 
of Australian Loan.

LONDON, Sept. 18.—The uninter- 
rupted strength in sterling, which 
now stands at the year’s best point 
and 1.cent above a year ago, is ac- 
cepted as one of the most encourag- 
ing features of the London situation. 
For this state of affairs, which rep- 
resents complete reversal of last 
year’s experience, there are two main 
cduses. One is the ease of money in 
America and the consequent attrac- 
tion to London of American funds; 
the other is the recent creation of 
foreign credits in New York which 
are in process of remittance to Lon- 
don. 

There is not any very pronounced 
movement of American banking 
funds to London at the present time, 
a fact which is ascribed to the uncer- 
tainties now entering into the Amer- 
ican money market’s situation. But 
there is a distinct movement of funds 
from America to London as the re- 
sult of American loans to foreign 
borrowers. 

The operation which at present is 
probably having the most influence 
is the remittance of Australian funds 
from New York to London. At least 
this is the prevalent conjecture; be- 
cause, at the time the Australian 
loan was issued in America, it was 
announced that the proceeds would 
be sent to London, and yet until the 
last week of June there were no 
signs that this transfer was being 
made. 


Counter-Movements in Sterling. 


London is now buying sterling free- 
ly against its customary Autumn 
payments in the United States, but 
this demand is being more than met 
by the extensive demand in New 
York for sterling for the remittances 
above described. Some reaction in 
sterling rates will doubtless occur 
when the exchange required for mak- 
ing the special remittances from New 
York has been accumulated. But 
before that takes place, London will 
have acquired a very substantial 
portion of the dollars it must have 
and the subsequent reaction should 
not be very pronounced. 

An additional £600,000 in sovereigns 
has been withdrawn from the Bank 
of England, making £1,750,000 in all 
taken from London since the present 
movement commenced; but the sug- 
gestion that New York is at present 
buying sterling in order to pay for 
gold drawn from the Bank of Eng- 
land for Argentina does not figd en- 
dorsement here. ‘The Argentine ex- 
change rate on London remains just 
under 48 pence. This is well above’ 
parity, but slightly below the gold 
point, and the shipment of gold to 
Argentina under these circumstances 
is stated by bankers to be due to the 
inability of the exchange market to 
absorb all of the bills drawn against 
the exports of grain, which have 
been upon an exceptionally heavy 
scale. 


Gold Exports Keep Money Firm. 


Some easing @f the situation is ex- 
pected shortly, especially as New 
York is now remitting proceeds of 
the Argentine loan im gold to Buenos 
Aires. The Argentine absorption of 
gold, however, has so affected the 
London monetary situation that dis- 
count rates remain very firm, while 
credit supplies are restricted. An- 
other reminder of the necessity of 
maintaining London money rates is 
contained in the fall of Swedish ex- 
change to a point almost permitting 
of gold withdrawals from the Bank 
of England.

LONDON, Sept. 18:—Broadly speak- 
ing, the view of London bankers is 
that Great Britain’s foreign trade for 
August shows encouraging tenden- 
cies. The fact that August of last 
year was one of. the worst months 
experienced during the coal strike 
mostly explains the decline of 10.9 
per cent. in last month’s imports 
compared ‘with last year, while ex- 
ports increased as much as 19.3 per 
cent. and ré-exports 2.5. These 
movements were largely due to the 
recovery of coal exports from a state 
of paralysis to more or less normal. 
Coal imports in August were prac- 
tically nil, as against £7,500,000 a year 
ago, while exports rose £3,500,000, 
shipments last year haying been sus- 
pended. 

Iron and steel imports at £2,250,000 
were £275,000 below last year and 
£374,000 less than July, 1927. Steel 
exports, on the other hand, were 
£2,000,000 larger than a year ago, at 
£5,266,000. Total raw material im- 
ports decreased £8,500,000 and im- 
ports of manufactured articles de- 
clined £2,250,000. Raw material ex- 
ports exceeded last year by £4,000,- 
000 and exports of manufactured 
goods rose £5,000,000. Cotton imports 
declined nearly £1,000,000, while ex- 
ports of yarns and cotton goods ex- 
panded substantially, India making 
larger purchases than for two years. 

Necessarily, the reduction of im- 
ports from 1926 and the increase of 
favorable trade balance, the visible 
adverse balance for the month being 
£21,900,000, against £42,750,000 a year 
ago, while for eight month the ad- 
verse balance is £258,000,000 against 
£274,000. It contrasts unfavorably, 
However, with the £246,900,000 of 
1925. The figures, in fact, disclose a 
substantial shrinkage in trade com- 
pared with the normal year 1925; but 
it is estimated that if the fall in 
average prices between 1925 and 1927 
continued at the same rate in August 
as it did in each of the first two 
quarters of the year, then exports 
must have been nearly 12 per cent. 
greater in volume than in August, 
1925. 

Taking the figures for the first 
eight months of 1927 and 1925, ex- 
ports this year show a drop of 11.7 
per cent. in declared value but an 
increase of about 1.5 per cent. in 
volume, assuming that prices have 
declined meanwhile by 13 per cent. 


BRITISH STEEL OUTPUT

Causes for Relatively Much Greater

That the London money market 
has not been visibly affected by this 
large loss of gold from the bank’s 
reserve is ascribed here to the fact 
that Lombard Street is still feeling 
the influence of the fall in American 
discount rates, leading to movement 
of American capital into the London 
money market and to strength of 
sterling. ‘The technical position of 
the Bank of England is considered 
weaker than a year ago, notably be- 
cause of the £4,800,000 smaller gold 
holdings as compared with last Sep- 
tember. It is recalled, however, that 
last year after this date, £10,000,000 
to £12,000,000 gold was sent from 
London to Germany; also that im- 
ports of coal required #£2,000,000 to 
£3,000,000 gold shipments weekly. 

In these respects the Autumn out- 
look is more favorable to London 
than it was a year ago. The coun- 
terbalancing factor lies in the lower 
estimates of Europe’s grain crop, 
which last year was abundant. This 
should necessitate larger grain im- 
ports from America. 


LONDON OPINION AVERSE 
TO CONVERSION PLAN 


Dislikes British Government's 
Method of Placing New Loans 
at a Discount.

LONDON, Sept. 18. — The stock 
market’s attention at the moment is 
riveted upon the Government’s new 
conversion operation. Briefly, the 
Treasury is now endeavoring to con- 
vert the debt amounting to approxi- 
mately £210,000,000, maturing early 
next year, into a long-dated debt on 
a basis slightly under 4% per cent. 
This does not represent any saving of 
interest and it is yet to be seen 
whether the operation will be suc- 
cessful, but there is no question as to 
the soundness of the Treasury policy 
in clearing away its short-term loans. 


Where the Government fails, in the 
opinion of many London bankers, is 
in its policy of continuing to replace 
maturing debt by stock issued at sub- 
stantial discounts. This policy re- 
duces the rate of interest, but it fails 
to lower capital liabilities—which ex- 
plains why the total British national 
debt is so little below its highest 
point, after years of conversion op- 
erations. 


The market’s reception of the Gov- 
ernment’s debt conversion operations 
is considered rather unfavorable. 
Gilt-edged stocks have fallen sharply, 
undoubtedly on the belief that the 
Government is giving away too 
much, even though the Treasury has 
insured a successful operation by 
making the terms favorable. It is 
felt, however, that recovery in Gov- 
ernment stocks should occur as soon 
as the conversion operation is closed.

‘The: number of unemployed con- 
tinues stationary. Returns for Sep- 
tember 3 show 14,718 workingmen 
unemployed, which compares with 
14,825 the preceding week, with 14;- 
889 three weeks before, with 19,994 
at the corresponding date in August 
and with 95,000 the Winter maxi- 
mum. Working hours are still being 
reduced in many industries, the re- 
duction running in the textile trade 
as far as 18 to 25 hours per week. 
Chemical industries, which since the 
war have attained a much more im- 
portant position in the French eco- 
nomic system, have been particularly 
affected by the slackened demand 
from industries which consume their 
products. 


The Question of Prices. 


The general feeling of close French 
observers is that the cost of foreign 
materials, notwithstanding the 20 
per cent. fall in prices for certain 
articles of the kind since the begin- 
ning of 1927, places French industry 
and trade in an unfavorable posi- 
tion, compared to their foreign com- 
petitors. That state of affairs, more- 
over, seems likely to last. 

On the other hand, the wholesale 
price index has seemed during the 
last few months to be almost stab- 
ilized. The index number for August, 
just published, was 631, comparing 
with 633 in July, 636 in June and 640 
last December. It was 785 in August 
of 1926 and 854 at the July maximum 
that year. Last month’s slight de- 
cline affected only native products, 
the index number for which dropped 
from 611. in July to 603 in August, 
whereas the index of imported prod- 
ucts rose from 674 to 680. A year 
ago the home product index was 722, 
the foreign 902. 

Influence of Agricultural Values. 
The comment is rather generally 
made on these figures that they pre- 
sent one rather unfavorable symp- 
tom in the fact that August’s decline 
applies to articles of food, It is felt 
that, if this tendency were to become 
accentuated, it would soon occasion 
reduced purchasing power in the 
rural districts, which now form a 
very important clientele for trade 
and industry.

expect any such decrease. <A con- 
tinuance of the average rate in July 
and August would make 1927 be- 
tween 6 and 7 per cent. under 1926.

teen production in 1911, 1912 and 
1913, the best three-year period be- 
fore the war. 

While the railroads have been 
rather r buyers this year, the an- 
nual 1-buying movement is now at 
hand. The Louisville & Nashville 
has placed 61,000 tons with the Ens- 
ley mill, but as this businss is in the 
South it does not represent the reg- 
ular opening. The Pennsylvania 
Railroad is predicted to buy 300,000 
tons, an unusually large amount, 
200,000 tons to be placed shortly and 
the balance somewhat later. This 
rail buying will confuse the unfilled 
tonnage statements of the Steel Cor- 

ration, as usual, as the buying is 

or extended delive » but some No- 
vember and December rail rollings 
will be provided. 

5 iron, coke and scrap show no 
developments of great importance. 
They have been dull for a long while. 
Basic pig iron, recently quotable at 
a purely nominal figure of $17.25, 
valley, is now definitely at $17 by 
reason of a steel company having 
sold about 6,000 tons at this figure.

WILD WEEK IN THE MARKET 


Liquidation Thought to Have Left 
Healthier Condition — Weevil 
Reports Still Disturbing. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 18.—Cotton 
has provided more pyrotechnics dur- 
ing the last week than any of the 
other markets, even stocks. Not 
only has trading been unusually ac- 
tive, but price fluctuations have 
been extremely violent, frequent and 
wide, and the causes therefore have 
been rather more obscure and diffi- 
cult of analysis than is commonly 
the case even with the most panicky 
conditions. 

Prices have béen on the down- 
grade all week, but it was only after 
the Department of Agriculture is- 
sued a statement inferring a con- 
siderably lower level of values with- 
in the next few months, that prices 
took a precipitate downward swing. 
On Thursday, the day this state- 
ment appeared, the price of Decem- 
ber contracts dropped 142 points and 
on Friday, owing to the liquidation 
which the Government’s price fore- 
casting started, the price eased off 
50 points further, making the total 
drop for the two days 192 points or 
not far from $10 a bale. 

At the lowest price reached Friday, 
December contracts showed a shrink- 
age from Thursday of last week, 
when the Government forecast of 
production was isued, of 360 points, 
a shrinkage in value of $18 a bale. 
While the greater part of the loss 
was probably due to the liquidation 
of the rather extensive ‘‘long inter- 
est’? accumulated before the last 
Government report, the sharp break 
of Thursday and Friday was. direct- 
ly traceable to the action of the De- 
partment of Agriculture in predict- 
ing lower prices during the next few 
months. 

The general opinion in this market 
is that the Government aside from 
making the mistake of venturing any 
forecast whatever as to price fluctu- 
ations, is entirely wrong in assum- 
ing that anything in the supply and 
probable consumption, as they can 
now be seen, which warrants decline 
in prices. With consumption in. the 
United States continuing of record- 
breaking proportions, the consump- 
tion of domestic mills during August 
has been the largest for that month 
on record—and with spinners’ tak- 


ings generally continuing to run 
well ahead of last season so far, 
there would seem no reason to an- 
ticipate any such rapid falling off 
in consumption as would of itself 
warrant a drop in prices. 

As a result of the heavy specula- 
tive liquidation which has taken 
place the market is supposed to be in 
a much healthier ‘‘technical condi- 
tion,’? and therefore in position to 
respond promptly to any favoring 
developments. The good rally which 
took place near the close Friday on 
the brief statement of Secretary cf 
Agriculture Jardine that no more 
forecasts of cotton prices will . be 
permitted in Government statements 
and his own belief that cotton is in 
a strong position were perhaps evi- 
dence. of that. 

Aside from the price decline of the 
EN) mms Cchig- Mie) MM AoC g-1-) OU OC RA 8 
prediction of the Bureau of Eco- 
nomics, the more gradual shrinkage 
in values earlier in the period—in 
fact, since immediately after the 
bulge which accompanied the recent 
Government crop forecast—has been 
due to profit taking and liquidation 
based on the belief that the more 
favorable weather since Sept. 1 has 
permitted the crop to improve... Pri- 
vate advices from the interior do 
not bear out this belief. It is claimed 
by them that the weevils are still 
active; that the plants have stopped 
blooming and producing over the 
greater part of the belt, and that 
there has been much premature 
opening of bolls owing to the- hot 
weather. 

A portion of the decline in cotton 
during the week has been attributed 
here to rather liberal hedge selling. 
Holders of cotton in the interior have 
been active in placing hedges at the 
lower level of prices, after neglecting 
to do so when prices were several 
sents a pound higher. ‘While the 
immediate effect of the selling of 
hedges has been bearish, the ulti- 
mate influence will be favorable, as 
these hedges will eventually have to 
be ‘bought back.

RUBBER RESTRICTIONS 
DEPEND ON GENEVA 


F. R. Henderson Says Continaa- 
tion of Stevenson Act Hinges 
on Economic Conference. 


Whether Great. Britain will con- 
tinue the Stevenson act restricting 
the quantity of crude rubber export- 
able from British possessions de- 
pends upon the outcome of the eco- 
nomic conference at Geneva next 
month, in the opinion of F. R. Hen- 
derson, President of the Rubber Ex- 
change of New York. 

Regardless of whatever opinion 
American consumers of rubber may 
hold in regard to the success of the 
plan, there is a considerable element 


among the British producers which 
regards it as Tr . against their 
interests and would like to have it 
removed, largely because of the ad- 


tions, which are not hampered in 
their exports. In the meantime, with 

erica consuming more than 70 per 
cent. of the world’s production of 
rubber, the stand taken by the Amer- 
ican delegates to the Geneva confer- 
ence will be watched with keen -in- 
-erest by the industry here. 

‘The latest word from London,”’ 
said Mr. Henderson, ‘‘reports that 
the. efforts to. have the rubber pro- 
ducers take over the Restriction Plan 
themselves have failed. It is also 
reported that the proceedings at the 
Economic Conference next month 
will largely influence the British Gov- 
érnment’s decision with regard to the 
rubber restriction law. he cables 
say that the preponderance of opin- 
ion is that there will be a continua- 
tion of the enactment.

‘ing Materials Affects Indus- 
trial Prosperity Here. 


PRICE CUTS TWO-SIDED 


Brick, Glass, Tiles, Stone and Steel 
Are. in the Same Predicament, 
Says the Dow. Service. 


New side lights were cast upon the 
financial effect. the use. of. foreign- 
made building materials has upon 
American prosperity, through an 
analysis made by an official of the 
International Portland Cement Com- 
pany, writes Allen E. Beals in the 
current Dow Service Daily Building 
Reports. 

Ever since the Lockwood investiga- 
tien attempts have been made to in- 
troduce the European-made materials 
into building markets along the en- 
tire Atlantic seaboard. : 

The volume of this foreign-made 
building material now used in gen- 
eral building construction has be- 
come great enough in some indus- 
tries to threaten the prosperity of 
American manufacturers. 

In large cities like Boston, New 
Haven, Bridgeport, New York, Phila- 
delphia, timore, New Orleans, 
Miami and Jacksonville; the competi- 
tion between American-made prod- 
ucts and those imported from Europe 
has had a great deal to do with re- 
ducing the price of domestic material 
to builders and contractors. There 
is a limit under American standards 
of compensating labor, beyond which 
Price cuts are dangerous. 

Some idea of the extent of this 
building material price reduction can 
be obtained when reference is made 
to Bradstreet’s building material in- 
dex figure, which is given as .1278 
as of Sept. 1, 1927 as compared with 
-1283 a month ago; .1322 of Sept. 1, 
1926 and .2370 in 1920. 

It is very apparent that such a 
marked reduction in the price of 
kasic building materials could not 
have been brought about solely as 
the result of competition with similar 
materials manufactured in this coun- 
try, because American manufactur- 
irg costs have remained practically 
where they were at the time Amer- 
ican-made materials were selling at 
tneir highest price—mainly, “because 
demand was in excess of prompt sup- 
ply. American wages have gone up, 
uct down. 

At Harvard University a new chem- 
istry building’ was in the course of 
construction, the completion of which 
required 15,000 barrels of cement. In 
the hope of saving at the time of 
purchase, 14 cents per barrel or 
$2,100, cement manufactured in Bel- 
gium was used instead of American- 
made cement. The effect upon Amer- 
ican industrial prosperity of substi- 
tuting foreign-made building ma- 
terials for those of American manu- 
facture on even an order of this size, 
is as follows:

Two Big Acsociations Organize 


to Obtain Legislation Favor- 
ing Merchant Marine. 


REPRESENT 72 COMPANIES 


They Seek to Make the Public 


“Shipping-Minded,” and to Get 
More Mail Subventions.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—With a 
view to obtaining legislation designed 
to encourage the American merchant 
marine so that it may more effec- 
tively meet the sompetition of for- 
eign bottoms, the p Owners’ As- 
sociation of the Pacific Coast and 
the Pacific-American Steamship As- 
sociation have establi a perma- 
nen: bureau in W jon in charge 
of James McLafferty, former Repre- 
sentative in Congress from Cal 
nia and until recently t 
Secretary Hoover. 

The two organizations” represent 
seventy-two firms and 1,500, dead- 
weight tons, or one-fifth of the 
American merchant marine on the 
Pacific Coast. Among the firms in- 
cluded in the membership of one or 
the other of the associations are the 
Dollar Lines, which have expanded 
their business in the Pacific by ac- 
quiring Government ships; the Luck- 
enbach and the Matzon lines, the 
American-Hawail ships, and the 
Standard and Union Oil Companies 
of California. 

“The purpose of the bureau is to 
arouse public interest in American 
shipping,’’ said Mr. McLafferty. 
‘‘We want to do all we can to make 
the American people pat! ore boceraw 
We want our exporters and shippers 
to think in terms of ships in their 
planning for foreign trade. In 1915 
there were just seventeen American 
flag ships carrying outward-bound 
cargoes. Today there are about 117 
privately-owned American cargo car- 
riers in the ocean-going trade in ad- 
dition to the approximately 250 op- 
erated under governmental auspices. 
However, we are beginning to slip 
again, and unless we take steps to 
correct this the American flag will 
soon become as rare a sight on the 
high seas as it was before the World 
War.’”’ 

Mr. McLafferty declared that 
American ship owners were handi- 
capped in a number of important 
particulars, but that these handi- 
caps could be_ speedily removed 
through legislation by Congress. He 
asserted that the laws which require 
owners to pay an ad valorem tax on 
repairs made in foreign ports had 
cost American ship owners more 
than $223,000 last year. He sug- 
gested that, as there seemed to he 
unalterable disposition in Congress 
against the payment of subsidies, 
the situation might be met by a 
further extension of the system of 
mail subventions. 

Such subventions, he declared, 
would be helpful to the large ship- 
ping interests on the Pacific Coast. 

The move in establishing a Wash- 
ington bureau, it was said today, 
has the support of the American 
Shipowners’ Association of New 
York, comprising the vast Atlantic 
interests; the Lake Carriers’ Associa- 
tion of Cleveland, representative 
of Great Lakes interests, and the 
New Orleans Steamship Association, 
which takes in the Gulf region. 

Among proposals that will be em- 
hasized before Congress by the new 
ureau will be amendments to the 
navigation laws that are held to be 
unduly restrictive; amendments to 
the Seamen’s act to remove handi- 
caps and modifications of the immi- 
gration and naturalization laws that 
are: held to be detrimental to Amcr- 
ican shipping.

Mississippi River Vessel Proves 
System Is Practical and Eco- 
nomical on First Trip.

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 18.—Com- 
pleting the first successful run of a 
ship burning powdered coal as fuel, 
the steamship Illinois of the Missis- 
sippi Warrior service has just ar- 
rived in New Orleans from Baton 


Rouge. ; 

When the vessel docked Friday 
night, A. R. Wurtelle, chief engi- 
neer of the Inland Waterways Cor- 
poration, operators of the Mississippi 
Warrior Service, announced that he 
was completely satisfied with the re- 
sults. Government and _ private 
shipping experts and engineers also 
made the trip. 

The coal was blown into the fur- 
naces as fine as soot and there it 
was burned with an extremely short 
flame travel, an -intense heat was 
developed and produced more steam 
than was necessary. 

The tests conducted on the Illinois 
showed that the fuel-operating cost 
of any type of ship can be reduced 
from 30 to 50 per cent. by the use of 
powdered coal. 

The United States Shipping Board 
is now fitting out the steamer Mercer 
with the same system as that in- 
stalled on the Illinois and it will sail 
for Europe this month.

LONGSHOREMEN OPEN — 


Shipping Lines Will Kefuse to 
Grant Increase Demanded, but 


Compromise Is Expected. 


Committees representing the steam- 
ship lines of the sa tic Con- 
ferences and the Interna’ Long- 
shoremen’s Association ‘will meet at 
10:30 o’clock this. morning at the 
headquarters of the: Conferences, 12 
Bridge Street, ta discuss the wage 
demands of the longshoremen: ‘The 
representatives of the ship and dock 
owners will inform the union dele- 
gates that the Conferences instructed 
them at a conference Thursday after- 
noon to refuse to grant the demands. 

Joseph P, Ryan, President of the 
Longshoremen’s Association and 
Chairman of the union committee, 
said yesterday that he expected that 
the differences would be settled with- 
out a strike. Shipping men also have 
expressed confidence, in a compro- 
mise. tpn 

‘We know that the shipping in- 
dustry is not in the best condition,’’ 
said Mr. Ryan, ‘‘but. we know 
that the longshoremen are not _re- 
ceiving wages that are fair. They are 
not getting enough to provide a de- 
cent living and they are entitled to 
more. The Conferences: have always 
shown a willingness to deal with us 
when we were able to show that our 
demands were fair, and I think that 
we can reach a settlement without 
any excitement.’’ 

The union committee. consists of 
delegates of the association from 
Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Hampton Roads, Portland and New 
York. The longshoremen are now 
receiving 80 cents an hour for the 
regular schedule and $1.20 an hour 
for overtime. They demand an in- 
crease to 90 cents an hour and $1.35 
an hour for overtime. Checkers em- 
ployed on the ships demand an in- 
crease from $6 to $7 a day and a full 
day’s pay every day they start work. 
At present they are assured half a
